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GEOGRAPHICAL LITERATURE OF THE 
PAST DECADE 
G. R. CRONE 


GEOGRAPHY to the Greeks was literally ‘writing about the earth’, and, 
if earth is interpreted broadly, that remains its essence today, despite much 
argument over its content. As Sir Halford Mackinder taught, it is neither a 
science, in the sense that physics is, nor a humanity, but a combination of 
the two, with its own technique. To present and interpret the varied 
distributions over the globe of natural phenomena, including man and his 
works, geography draws upon and co-ordinates data from many sciences. 
From this emerges the concept of the region, with a distinctive ‘personality’ 
yet part of a greater whole. I have attempted here to indicate the diversity 
of geographical work, excluding exploration, published approximately 
within the last ten years. Much of the basic research is published in periodicals 
and is therefore not referred to here, nor are works of compilation only. 


The aims and techniques of geography are discussed in three volumes. 
Geography in the Twentieth Century: A Study of Growth, Fields, Techniques, 
Aims and Trends, edited by Griffith Taylor (1951, Methuen, 35s.) is of uneven 
value, but has some useful essays, e.g. gn the contribution geographers can 
make, or have made, to practical affairs. Included in London Essays in 
Geography, edited by L. D. Stamp and S. W. Wooldridge (1951, Longmans), 
are Wooldridge’s plea for the study of geomorphology (land forms) 
as the foundation of geographical research, and G. H. Kimble’s provocative 
attack on the concept of the region. Wooldridge and W. G. East 
have written an informative introduction to modern geography, 
The Spirit and Purpose of Geography (reprinted 1955, Hutchinson, 8s.6d.). 
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Physical geography has in fact received a good deal of attention and 4 
number of general expositions have appeared. One of the most authoritative 
is Arthur Holmes’ Principles of Physical Geology (1944, Nelson, 30s.). An 
older established text, Philip Lake’s Physical Geography, has been considerably 
revised by J. A. Steers, G. Manley and W. V. Lewis (3rd edition 1952, 
Cambridge University Press, 17s.6d.). The Skin of the Earth, by A. Austin 
Miller (1953, Methuen, 21s.), is useful for the summaries of methods by 
which data concerning the atmosphere, the hydrosphere and the crust of 
the earth can be analysed and presented graphically. A specialised work is 
C. A. Cotton’s Landscape as Developed by the Processes of Normal Erosion 
(2nd, revised, edition 1949, Cambridge University Press, sos.). Cotton is 
systematically testing and extending the work of W. M. Davis, the pioneer 
American geomorphologist. A contrary view, based upon theories of crustal 
movement, is set out by W. Penck in Morphological Analysis of Land Forms 
(1953, Macmillan, 42s.). Glaciology is a rapidly developing branch of 
physical geography, and its value in studying climatic trends is demonstrated 
by Hans Ahlmann in Glaciological Research on the North Atlantic Coasts 
(1948, Murray for the Royal Geographical Society, 7s.6d.). 


Cartography is not included here, but it must be remembered that the 
map is a primary tool of the geographer. Its use is clearly set out in Map 
Interpretation, by G. H. Dury (1953, Pitman, 15s.). The production of 
effective sketch maps and the graphical representation of many types of data 
are explained in detail by F. J. Monkhouse and H. R. Wilkinson in Maps 
and Diagrams: Their Compilation and Construction (1952, Methuen, 25s,). 
How the air photograph, a new tool, if used with discretion, can enlarge the 
geographer’s understanding, is demonstrated by F. Walker in Geography 
from the Air (1953, Methuen, 30s.). 


Human geography in Britain has been considerably influenced by the 
French school. There are two translations of classical expositions by 
P. V. De La Blache, Principles of Human Geography (1950, Constable, 24s.), 
and J. Brunhes, Human Geography (1952, Harrap, 25s.). Some geographers 
incline to regard a region as the zone of influence of a city or town, and 
considerable work has been done on ‘urban fields’. This is summarised 
clearly by A. E. Smailes in The Geography of Towns (1953, Hutchinson, 
8s.6d.), and much information on the geographical distribution and relations 
of towns is contained in R. E. Dickinson’s The West European City: A 
Geographical Interpretation (1951, Routledge & Kegan Paul, 42s.). The 
character and functions of a special type of settlement are analysed in 
F. W. Morgan’s Ports and Harbours (1952, Hutchinson, 8s.6d.). Historical 
geography, the human geography of the past, is worthily represented by 
the important volume of essays by Sir John Myres, Geographical History in 
Greek Lands (1953, Oxford University Press, 35s.). Among numerous 
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subjects Sir John treats stimulatingly the historic role of the chief geographical 
features of the eastern Mediterranean. A rather wider field is covered more 
systematically by M. Cary in The Geographic Background of Greek and Roman 
History (1949, Oxford University Press, 35s.). Problems of political 
geography arising from new international alignments and technological 
advances are discussed by experts in New Compass of the World, edited by 
H. W. Weigert, V. Stefansson and R. E. Harrison (new edition 1949, 
Harrap). A special aspect is examined by H. R. Wilkinson in Maps and Politics 
(1951, Liverpool University Press, 30s.). With Macedonia as an example he 
shows how tendentious maps can bedevil an international problem. 


We turn now to the British Isles. A popular introduction to the physical 
geography is Britain's Structure and Scenery by L. D. Stamp (3rd edition, 1949, 
Collins, 21s.). Another book which the general reader should also find 
stimulating is Walter Shepherd’s The Living Landscape of Britain (1952, 
Faber, 36s.). The author takes the reader into the countryside and explains 
the evolution of scenery as a continuing process. J. A. Steers in The Coastline 
of England and Wales (1946, Cambridge University Press, 55s.) deals 
authoritatively with the character, formation and present changes of these 
coasts. Two examples of intensive research should be mentioned: R. Kay 
Gresswell’s Sandy Shores in South Lancashire (1953, Liverpool University 
Press, 30s.) in which, among other topics, he traces the course of a former 
coastline, and j. N. Jennings’ The Origin of the Broads (1952, Murray for 
the Royal Geographical Society, 10s.). A topic of widespread interest, and 
properly a part of physical geography, is authoritatively treated by 
Gordon Manley in Climate and the British Scene (1952, Collins, 25.). 


Among books on human geography, regarded here as including social 
and economic geography, there is a general review embodying a lifetime’s 
research in H. J. Fleure’s Natural History of Man in Britain (1951, Collins, 
21s.). An important survey of one of our most valuable resources is 
L. D. Stamp’s The Land of Britain: its Use and Misuse (2nd, revised, edition 
1950, Longmans, sos.). After examining the present agricultural use and the 
controls exercised by surface forms, structure and climate, the author makes 
a plea for a more rational use of land. Agriculture is one aspect included in 
An Economic Geography of Great Britain, by Wilfred Smith (1949, Methuen, 
42s.), which studies the pattern of economic activities as controlled by other 
factors in addition to the physical environment. New ground in human 
geography is broken in E. W. Gilbert’s Brighton: Old Ocean’s Bauble (1954, 
Methuen, 25s.). While keeping the geographical setting continuously in 
view, he gives a comprehensive and extremely readable account of the social 
history. In historical geography the outstanding work is the monumental 
six-volume Domesday Geography of England inaugurated and overseen by 
H. C. Darby. Two volumes have so far been issued. The Domesday Geography 
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of Eastern England, by Darby, and The Domesday Geography of Midland 
England edited by Darby and I. B. Terrett (1952 and 1954, Cambridge 
University Press, 55s. each). Here we have a thorough geographical analysis 
of the English countryside at a time when it was receiving the impress which 
it was to bear for more than five hundred years. 

Among regional studies mention should be made of the informative 
handbooks compiled for meetings of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science largely by the geography departments of the 
respective universities. The two most recent are A Scientific Survey of 
Merseyside, edited by Wilfred Smith, F. J. Monkhouse and H. R. Wilkinson 
(1953, Liverpool University Press, 21s.) and The Oxford Region: A Scientific 
and Historical Survey, edited by A. F. Martin and R. W. Steel (1954, Oxford 
University Press, 21s.). Other valuable regional studies include Snowdonia, 
by F. J. North, B. Campbell and Richenda Scott (1949, Collins, 21s.), and The 
Weald by S. W. Wooldridge and Frederick Goldring (1953, Collins, 25s,). 

The first comprehensive geography of Ireland on modern lines is T. W. 
Freeman’s Ireland: its Physical, Historical, Social and Economic Geography 
(reprint in preparation, Methuen). The Scientific Survey of South-eastem 
Scotland, edited by J. C. Robertson (1952, British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, 15s.), should also be noted. 


For regions outside the British Isles there is space here for a few titles 
only. There is a carefully planned co-operative Geography of Europe, edited 
by G. W. Hoffmann (1953, Methuen, $2s.6d.), which provides a geographical 
commentary on the present cultural and political state of the nations. 
A useful introduction to the latter aspect is provided by An Historical and 
Political Geography of Europe, by N. J. G. Pounds (1947, Harrap, 25s). 
R. E. Dickinson’s Germany: a General and Regional Geography (1953, Methuen, 
50s.) is a most detailed study in line with German geographical thought, 
but perhaps carries the regional sub-division rather too far. N. G. J. Pounds 
in The Ruhr (1952, Faber, 25s.) examines the geography of a critical area for 
European industry at three vital periods in its history. Another pivotal area 
is dealt with by H.G. Wanklynin Czechoslovakia: a Geographical and Historical 
Study (1954, Philip, 30s.), the best survey of this region in English. A straight- 
forward account of a rapidly changing area is The Belgian Kempenland, by 
F. J. Monkhouse (1949, Liverpool University Press, 17s.6d.). Finland has 
undergone great changes recently, resulting from post-war resettlement, and 
the human geography is carefully studied by W. R. Mead in Farming in 
Finland (1953, Athlone Press, 30s.). A good study in political geography of 
a complex area, structurally and ethnographically, is A. E. Moodie’s The 
Italo-Yugoslav Boundary (1945, Philip, 8s.6d.). 


An attempt to exploit a route potentially of great geo-political significance 
is detailed from original sources by Terence Armstrong in The Northern Sea 
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Route: Soviet Exploitation of the North East Passage (1952, Cambridge 
University Press for the Scott Polar Research Institute). On Russia 
itself, first-hand work is understandably absent. There is a lucid outline of the 
basic material from Russian sources in The U.S.S.R.: a Geographical Survey, by 
J. S. Gregory and D. W. Shave (1944, Harrap). A more advanced study is 
Georges Jorré’s The Soviet Union: the Land and its People(1950, Longmans, 24s.). 

The emergence of the Asian people into world politics is an outstanding 
feature of the present time, and it has caught the attention of geographers 
among others. The Changing Map of Asia: A Political Geography, edited by 
W. G. East and O. H. K. Spate (1950, Methuen, 25s.), is a series of thoughtful 
essays on the political geography of the principal Asian regions which make 
plain the natural obstacles to be overcome before resources can be fully 
developed and sufficient industrialisation achieved to add economic to 
political independence. One of these regions is studied in greater detail by 
W. B. Fisher in The Middle East: A Physical, Social and Regional Geography 
(1950, Methuen, 30s.). An introduction to a considerable part of Asia, 
emphasising the contemporary social and economic structure, is The Far 
East: a Social Geography, by A. D. C. Peterson (and edition reprinted 
1951, Duckworth, 21s.). But the most important book on any part of Asia 
is undoubtedly O. H. K. Spate’s India and Pakistan: a General and Regional 
Geography (1954, Methuen, 65s.). This astonishingly detailed study, unrivalled 
in the English language, gives a masterly presentation of the human 
geography of the sub-continent, carefully selected, logically arranged, and 
discussed in a lively and liberal manner. The bibliography alone makes it an 
essential work for every library. Two other works that deserve mention are 
Pierre Gourou’s The Tropical World (1953, Longmans, 18s.), which is largely 
based on experiences of south-east Asia, and is a lucid exposition of the 
conditions and problems of tropical lands, and, more conventionally planned, 
Malaya, Indonesia, Borneo and the Philippines by Charles Robequain (1954, 
Longmans, 30s.). 

We may conclude with two books on Africa. L. D. Stamp, in Africa: a 
Study in Tropical Development (1953, Chapman & Hall, 68s.), examines the 
human responses, past and present, to the environment as a prelude to 
concerted action for the betterment of its people, and The Nile: a General 
Account of the River and the Utilization of its Waters, by H. E. Hurst (1952, 
Constable, 30s.), may be cited as an example of a study of a great geographical 
phenomenon.

Essays in Commemoration 
of the Seventh Centenary of his Death. Edited by D. A. Callus. Oxford University 
Press, 428. 1955. 23 cm. 290 pages. 2 plates. Chronological table. Bibliography. 
Index of Manuscripts. 

Robert Grosseteste (c.1175-12$3) was Bishop of Lincoln, Chancellor of the University 

of Oxford, a biblical scholar and a distinguished scientist who made significant 

contributions to the application of induction and experimental verification to the study 
of nature. This volume of essays by Lincoln and Oxford scholars gives some indica- 
tion of the wide range of his activities in the field of learning, the Church and the State. 

Sir Maurice Powicke contributes a brief introduction and the essays which follow 

deal with Grosseteste as scholar, his position in the history of science, disputes with the 

Lincoln Chapter and relations with the Crown and Papacy. While a definitive life still 

remains to be written, these erudite contributions are a worthy tribute to the 


phenomenal achievements of an outstanding personality. (oor)

A Volume of Ideas, Living, Dying, Dead and Fossil, which we are 
moved by or were moved by. General Editors: Geoffrey Grigson and 
Charles Harvard Gibbs-Smith. Grosvenor Press, distributed by the National 
Magazine Co., 42s. 1954. 25$cm. 480 pages. 176 plates (16 in colour).

This is part of one of the most original of modern encyclopedias, which, in four 

volumes, has set out to cover People, Places, Things and Ideas. The ideas in question 

are our own: that is to say, they represent the guiding notions upon which our 

generation has based its everyday conduct. Thus to read this book is to come to 

know ourselves, and by it the future will learn our secrets. Illustrated with excellent 

drawings or photographs, the articles are brief, pithy and sophisticated. Without 
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laborious research we can learn the facts about Yoga, Nihilism, Inferiority Complex, 
Colour Bar, Neurosis and a hundred other topics. The book is admirable for young 
and old alike.

The third volume in a new form of encyclopedia covering People: Places: Things: 

Ideas. Three points should be emphasised: the first is that the stress is on origins and 

history rather than current or future development; the second is that the illustrations 

are outstanding, fresh and sometimes startling; the third is that the writing is 
consistently clear. The project is, in fact, an experiment in popular presentation which 
deserves respect, and from which all may learn something. The combination of 
archaeologist-poet and aeronautical-museum-oflicial to guide the general editorship 
is as unusual as it is effective. (032) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


THE LEAVEN OF LOVE. A Development of the Psycho-analytic Theory 
and Technique of Sandor Ferenczi. Izette de Forest. Gollancz, 15s. 1954. 
20$ cm. 224 pages. Glossary. Index. 

Despite its title, this book by an American analyst is mainly a straightforward 

description of the psychotherapeutic technique of Ferenczi, which differs from the 

Freudian in focussing the patient’s anxiety and his impulses of love and hatred on 

the analytic situation, and in actively fostering their expression. Sensitive and sane, the 

book shows the relevance of clinical findings to problems of everyday emotional 
life; in a brief final section psychotherapeutic principles are related to New Testament 
teaching. The book is of interest to psychologists and should appeal strongly to those 

who meet psychological problems in the course of religious or social work. (131-34) 


DEPRIVED CHILDREN. The Mersham Experiment. A Social and 
Clinical Study. Hilda Lewis. Oxford University Press for the Nuffield Foundation, 
gs.6d. 1954. 22cm. 182 pages. 71 tables. Index. 

A readable technical report, by the psychiatrist in charge, of a study of 500 children 

admitted to the residential Reception Centre at Mersham, Kent, where ‘deprived’, 

maladjusted and delinquent children were assessed psychiatrically before being 
referred for further treatment or care. Interesting findings are presented on the relation 
between the children’s family background and their patterns of personality and 
behaviour; and a follow-up after one and two years is reported. Much of the material 
had to be drawn from the partly subjective estimates of the psychiatrist, but every 
reasonable effort towards objectivity was made, and the results are probably a good 
index of the value of such a Centre as this. (136-76) 


MORAL DISCOURSES. ENCHIRIDION and Fragments. Epictetus. 
Translated from the Greek and introduced by Elizabeth Carter. Reprint. 
Dent, 6s. 1955. 184cm. 384 pages. Bibliography. Notes. Glossary. Index. 
(Everyman's Library) 

Elizabeth Carter’s translation of Epictetus was first published in 1758. The first 

Everyman edition appeared in 1910, and it is now reprinted in the new larger format. 
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in addition to Elizabeth Carter’s notes, it contains notes by Taylor (1807) and notes 
and corrections by W. H. D. Rouse. A lucid and readable translation of a thinker 
whose Stoic message of humanitarianism and fortitude is particularly relevant in 
the present age. (188) 


JOHN LOCKE. Richard I. Aaron. 2nd edition. Oxford University Press, 
25s. 195§. 22cm. 336 pages. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
At a time when renewed interest is being shown in the major English philosophers, 
the second edition of this work is most welcome. Considerable progress in Lockean 
studies has been made since the original edition appeared, and Professor Aaron has 
been able to examine Draft C (1685) of the Essay concerning Human Understanding 
in the Pierpoint Morgan Library, New York. We are coming to realise that Locke 
was the author of much else besides this essay and the treatises on Civil Government. 
There is for example Some Thoughts concerning Education, which is still an advance on 
present practice. (192) 


MAN ON HIS NATURE. The Gifford Lectures, Edinburgh, 1937-8 
Sir Charles Sherrington. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18cm. 312 pages. Index. 
Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

Since the publication of this book in 1940, its influence has become increasingly 

profound in many branches of thought. Sir Charles Sherrington was the ideal 

combination of humanist and scientist, and his scientific vision was poetic in character 
without blinding itself to facts. Sherrington’s chief preoccupation was with the nature 
and significance of organic life. His work may prove to be a turning point in 
philosophy, in so far as it shifts the centre of gravity of thought from mathematical 
physics to biology. This book, his masterpiece, reveals him as worthy to occupy the 
level of Alexander and Whitehead. (192) 


SEARCH FOR A HISTORICAL PICTURE OF THE PROGRESS 
OF THE HUMAN MIND. Antoine-Nicolas de Condorcet. Translated 
from the French by June Barraclough. Introduction by Stuart Hampshire. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 12s.6d. 1955. 19cm. 218 pages. Note on the text. 
Bibliography. (Library of Ideas) 

Condorcet’s essay epitomises those attempts of eighteenth century philosophers to 

establish the future development of society by analysing the course of human history 

in terms of an essential principle—in this case, ‘progress’ equated with the spread 
of knowledge. The latter is strictly held to be that which is apprehended by reason, 
to guarantee the dignity of man and solely promote his happiness and virtue. 

Accordingly, in a society rationally ordered, man, freed from prejudice and 

superstition, is capable of indefinite perfection and genuine equality. In this ‘Elysium 

cteated by reason’ man will at last be able to enjoy the rights naturally his. (194) 


THE DECLINE OF WISDOM. Gabriel Marcel. Translated from the 

French by Manya Harari. Harvill Press, 5s. 1954. 214 cm. 64 pages. Paper covers. 
Not all Gabriel Marcel’s work makes easy reading, but this brief volume is a notable 
exception. The style is smooth (and for this the translator deserves much credit), 
the thought is clear and the subject is of immediate appeal. In fact this essay on the 
three themes of the nature of industrial civilisation, the importance of tradition and 
the evident decline of the idea of wisdom, might form an excellent introduction to 
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Marcel’s own philosophy. Perhaps his most telling argument is his demonstration that 
common sense itself has ceased to become a “meeting ground’: hence our ideological 
divisions. (194) 


RELIGION 


STUDIES IN THE BOOK OF LAMENTATIONS. Norman K. Gottwald. 
S.C.M. Press, 8s. 1954, 214m. 122 pages. Index of biblical references. Paper 
covers. (Studies in Biblical Theology, No. 14) 

In this scholarly and well-balanced monograph, the writer examines the literary 

character, historical setting and theological value of the ‘Lamentations’. He rejects the 

view that the author is Jeremiah, but holds that at least the first four poems are the work 
of a single poet and that all the poems are to be traced to the exilic period. The 
acrostic form and the ‘literary type’ of the book are discussed, and its theological 
significance for the study of Hebrew religion, particularly as representing a union 
of the priestly and prophetic aspects of Judaism, is assessed with admirable lucidity.

ST. ANSELM AND HIS CRITICS. A Re-interpretation of the Cur Deus 

Homo. John McIntyre. Oliver & Boyd, 15s. 1954. 224m. 222 pages. Notes. 
Principal McIntyre of St. Andrew’s College, Sydney, endeavours to re-interpret this 
famous work of Anselm, the medieval theologian. Anselm argues that sin means 
dishonouring God and either God’s honour must be satisfied or man must be 
punished. The God-man by His meritorious death offers the required satisfaction 
and God recompenses the deed by the remission of human sin. It is maintained in 
this volume that the adverse criticisms of the theory from Harnack onwards are due 
to misunderstanding since they fail to relate Anselm’s doctrine to his fundamental 
theological principles and are too prone to look for an explanation to the prevalent 
feudalistic structure and the penitential system. Much learning is here displayed and if 
Anselm’s teaching is by no means as systematic as the author supposes, the book is an 
important contribution to historical theology which should not be neglected. (230) 


CITEAUX AND HER ELDER DAUGHTERS. Archdale A. King. 
Burns & Oates, 308. 1954. 22cm. 424 pages. 9 plates. Diagram. Genealogical 
table. Bibliography. Index. 

The aim of the writer is to provide a history of Citeaux and four other Cisterican 

monasteries—La Ferté, Pontigny, Clairvaux and Morimond. His method, which is 

not wholly satisfactory, is to treat the history of each house by describing the happen- 
ings under each abbot. The fortunes of the several houses are traced from their 
foundation to their suppression, although the mother-house was restored to the 

Order in 1898. While this erudite work with its full references has particular value 

for the historian, it should make an appeal to all who are interested in the Cistercian 

Order. (271-1) 


THE PLANTING OF CHRISTIANITY IN AFRICA. Vol. IL 
1840-1878. C. P. Groves. Lutterworth Press, 27s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 364 pages. 2 maps. 
Index. (Lutterworth Library) 

In the first part of this monumental history, which is to be completed in four volumes, 

the author took the story of the various attempts to plant Christianity in Africa up 

to the year 1840. The period covered in this second volume presents greater difficulties, 
due mainly to the extension of missionary enterprise resulting from exploration and 
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political occupation. Professor Groves first deals with the years 1840-58, which he 
describes as ‘reconnoitring for advance’, and then proceeds to give a detailed account 
of the development of Christianity in the North and West, and in the South and East. 
There is a discerning chapter on the legacy of Livingstone and on the tasks which 
he inspired. Material that might well seem intractable is marshalled with great skill 
and the work as a whole should prove indispensable to all students of the history of 
Christian Missions. (276) 


THE CATHOLIC DIRECTORY, 1955. 118th year of issuc. Burns, 
Oates & Washbourne, 153.1954. 224m. 942 pages. Maps. Index. 
The new issue is arranged, as in previous issucs, in three main parts, giving general 
information, full details of the Hierarchy in Great Britain, and information on the 
dioceses of England, Scotland and Wales. There are lists of Cardinals, Archbishops, 
and Bishops of the British Commonwealth and the United States of America, and of 
the priests of Great Britain, and religious orders in England and Wales. Details are 
also given of training colleges for teachers in England and Wales, hospitals in the 
London area, and societies in England and Wales. (282-058) 


THE FAITH OF JUDAISM. An Interpretation for Our Times. Isidore Epstein. 
Soncino Press, 25s. 1954. 224m. 430 pages. Indexes. 
This instructive and provocative book is an attempt to interpret the Faith of Judaism 
in which Jewish social and moral teaching is grounded in the light of modern thought 
and the pressure of world events. Rabbi Isidore Epstein, who is Principal of Jews’ 
College, London, first discusses the universal need for religion and then examines the 
distinctive character of the Jewish religion with special reference to the relation 
between revelation and reason. In the second half of the volume, the main affirmations 
of Judaism about God, man, creation and history are restated in modern terms, and 
consideration is given to the peculiar function of Israel in the fulfilment of the divine

DIVORCE IN NEW ZEALAND. A Preliminary Survey. A. J. Nixon. 

Auckland University College (Auckland, New Zealand), 2s.6d. 1954. 23 cm. 48 pages. 
This survey is based upon a careful and subtle analysis of statistical evidence. Factors 
in divorce are examined under such categories as income, occupation, social status, 
bridal age and pregnancy, religious affiliation and place of residence. The rate of 
increase is discussed from several aspects and a tentative explanation is given of regional 
differences. Problems for further research rather than definite conclusions are presented. 
Mr. Nixon is Lecturer in Philosophy at Auckland University College. (3125)

MORE’S UTOPIA and A DIALOGUE OF COMFORT. New 
introduction by John Warrington. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1955. 184.cm. 448 pages. 
Glossary. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

Probably many more people have used Sir Thomas More’s invented word ‘Utopia’ 

than have read the book; which is a pity, for, though part one, a criticism of contem- 

porary abuses, is now outdated, there is much interest in the imaginary country 
described in part two. As sheer fiction or as a considered proposal for a better world 
it is equally valuable. The larger part of the book is occupied by the seldom read 
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Dialogue of Comfort, a work written during the imprisonment which was to end in 
More's execution (1535), and as noble a monument to his courage as Utopia was 
to his intelligence. (321-07) 


REALITIES OF AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY. George F. Kennan, 
The Stafford Little Lectures at Princeton University, 1954. Oxford University 
Press, 108.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 128 pages. 

George Kennan has served long in the U.S. foreign service and was Ambassador to 

Soviet Russia in 1952-53. He describes with great clarity the historical background 

to U.S. foreign policy, analyses the present trends, and recommends a policy for the 

future. This small book is the obvious answer to the reader with little time who 
seeks to understand American diplomacy and its vital place in current history.

A MERSEYSIDE TOWN IN THE INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION: 
St. Helens, 1750-1900. T. C. Barker and J. R. Harris. University Press of Liverpool 
(Liverpool), 30s. 1954. 22} cm. $26 pages. 12 illustrations. 4 maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

In this well-documented study Dr. Barker, of the London School of Economics, and 

Dr. Harris, of the University of Liverpool, describe in detail the development of an 

eighteenth century Lancashire hamlet to a sizeable industrial town, famous in 

particular for its manufacture of glass. In miniature the growth of St. Helens 
illustrates the history of the English industrial revolution as a whole, and of the many 
problems of social upheaval arising from it. This book, which gives full attention 
to the social background, should accordingly prove of great value to students of 
economic history, besides being interesting to others. (330-942) 


SAHARA CHALLENGE. Richard St. Barbe Baker. Lutterworth Press, 15s. 

1954. 22 cm. 152 pages. $1 photographs, 1 map, 2 diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
The author is founder of the ‘Men of the Trees’ and has long preached the doctrine 
that removal of tree cover must bring deterioration of the soil, often leading by 
erosion to desert conditions. Some countries are at last giving thought and energy 
to the danger, but over much of the world the devastation continues. This book first 
describes an expedition across the Sahara, and pieces together evidence that this 
great desert was fertile and covered with vegetation well into historical times, but 
has become a desert through the activities of man and his domestic animals. A plea 
is put forward for studying the possibilities of reconstitution by carefully thought out 
planting. The latter part of the book describes a journey across mid-Africa with 
observations on land use from a forester’s viewpoint. (333-7) 


VILLAGE BY THE JORDAN. The Story of Degania told by Joseph Baratz. 
Harvill Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 184 pages. 28 photographs. 
The history of Degania is the history of re-born Israel. No one is better qualified to 
tell this story than Joseph Baratz. One of the founders of Degania nearly forty years 
ago, he came to Palestine with the ‘Second Aliyah’—that ‘return’ to the Promised 
Land from the Russia of 190s—which has produced most of the leaders of Israel 
today. Degania was the first of the collective settlements and has served as a model 
for the many hundreds which have followed. Baratz tells the story of Degania’s 
establishment and development without heroics—and with great simplicity. Wise, 
kindly and tolerant, he is able to say without exaggeration ‘Few people can have seen 
such fruits of their labours’. (335°9)

government measures affecting dairy products in the United Kingdom, Canada, 

Australia, New Zealand, the United States, Denmark and the Netherlands; Appendix 

Il gives details of the rates of duty levied on dairy produce in the United Kingdom, 

Canada, the U.S.A., France, the Benelux countries, Italy, Switzerland and Western

Appendices give particulars of govern- 
ment measures affecting meat in the United Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand, 

Canada, the Irish Republic, the U.S.A. and Argentina, and details of import duties 

and quantitative restrictions in the United Kingdom, Canada, the U.S.A., France, 

the Benelux countries, Italy and Western Germany.

THE INTERNATIONAL LAW OF THE SEA. 3rd edition revised by 
C. John Colombos. Longmans, 50s. 1954. 224 cm. 732 pages. Indexes. 
A new edition of Higgins and Colombos, The International Law of the Sea, the second 
edition of which appeared in 1951. This has been long recognised as a standard 
English treatise on this branch of international law, to which British practice and 
Courts, particularly the Admiralty Courts, have made a most distinctive contribution. 
The first part covers all aspects of the international law of the sea in time of peace, 
while Part II deals with the international law of the sea in wartime. The author, who 
is a Queen’s Counsel, has added to the chapters dealing with the recent war and later 
developments such as the judgments of the International Court of Justice on the 
Anglo-Norwegian Fisheries case and the work of the International Law Commission 
of the United Nations. (341°57) 


HARRIS’S CRIMINAL LAW. toth edition by H. A. Palmer and Henry 
Palmer. Sweet & Maxwell, 32s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 756 pages. Tables. Index. 
Since the last edition of this standard textbook (1950), there have been some twenty- 
five Acts of Parliament affecting criminal law and procedure in the United Kingdom, 
in addition to many court decisions. The lay-out of previous editions is followed: 
the first four parts are on the law of crime and punishment generally, offences of a 
public nature, offences against the person and offences against property; the other 
two parts deal with procedure upon prosecution for indictable offences and summary 
jurisdiction. Of the editors, both of whom are barristers-at-law, Mr. H. A. Palmer 
is Assistant Registrar of the Court of Criminal Appeal.

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LAW AND DISORDERS. Legal Indiscretions. Sir Carleton Kemp Allen, 

Stevens & Sons, 10s.6d. 1954. 184 cm. 170 pages. 11 illustrations by Leslie Starke, 
A collection of entertaining legal essays by the distinguished lawyer and former 
Warden of Rhodes House, Oxford. In his more serious publications, such as Law 
and Orders, the author has been a vigorous critic of bureaucratic action and the exercise 
of excessive powers by Government Departments. These essays, al] but one of which 
have been published in different periodicals, have the same objective, but they are in 
a lighter vein, and are enlivened by amusing drawings. (347704) 


THE LANDLORD AND TENANT ACT, 1954. With General Introduction 
and Annotations by S. W. Magnus. Butterworth, 22s.6d. 1954. 25 cm. 276 pages. 
Tables. Index. 

The Landlord and Tenant Act, 1954, deals mainly with the position of residential 

tenants of leasehold properties and tenants of almost all types of business and 

professional premises in England and Wales. Part | is designed for the protection of 
residential tenants of premises held on long tenancies at low rents on the expiration 
of their tenancies, while Part [I provides for the renewal of the tenancies of business 
tenants after expiry. The Act, which came into force in October 1954, is very wide in 
scope and, as distinct from much temporary legislation on this subject since the war, 
is permanent and long-term in character. (347°2) 


CHITTY ON CONTRACTS. 2 vols. 21st edition. Sweet & Maxwell, 1553. 
195$. 25 cm. Vol. 1. General Principles. Edited by Kenneth Scott and Bryan

This is the English practitioner’s counterpart to Clerk and Lindsell on Torts (see below). 
The first volume, edited except for one chapter by Mr. Scott, deals with general 
principles of the law. These have undergone few major changes since the last edition 
in 1947, but account has to be taken of a number of significant statutory provisions 
and some important cases. Volume 2 has been prepared by the eight editors and deals 
with different kinds of contracts, such as agency, bailment, bankers’ contracts, carriage 
by land and air, conflict of laws, hire purchase agreements, insurance, etc. In general, 
although this branch of law has changed less than that of tort, the book has been 
extensively revised and modernised in content, style and format. (347°4)

Armitage, G. Ellenbogen, His Honour Judge Charlesworth, T. A. Blanco White.

This, the counterpart of Chitty on Contracts (see above), has been an established 

practitioner’s treatise on the English law of tort for many years. Since the last edition 

in 1947, there have been many important cases on different aspects of tort, and the 
additions to statute law, which have been considerable, include the Law Reform 

(Personal Injuries) Act, 1948, abolishing the doctrine of common employment, the 

Crown Proceedings Act, 1947, the Defamation Act, 1952, and the Law Reform 

(Limitation of Actions) Act, 1954. Each editor has revised and brought up to date a 

group of the twenty-eight chapters which cover all aspects of the subject. (347°5)

PUBLIC SUPPLIES. A Treatise on Principles and Technique. E. J. Boswell King. 
Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 160 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. King, as a Fellow and first President of the Institute of Public Supplies Officers 
and former Chief Officer of Supplics to the London County Council, is well qualified 
to advise on the methods of obtaining the stores and supplies needed by public bodies 
such as government departments, nationalised industries and local authorities. His 
book will ‘be read with profit by those training for the public supplies services and 
by the general public. It discusses the standards of quality required, methods of 
buying and delivery, and gives details of the routine supplics work of a number of 
representative public authorities. (351) 


THE PRACTICE OF O & M. Treasury: Organisation and Methods Division. 
H.M. Stationery Office, $s. 1954. 244 cm. $2 pages. Boards. 
‘Organisation and Methods’ is the title now widely (though not universally) used to 
describe the study, by wholctime staff, of the organisation of public bodies or private 
firms, and of the office procedures they adopt. This short book was designed for civil 
servants engaged on this type of work, for them to use as a training manual, an 
aide-memoire, or a help in reviewing their own experience. The contents may have 
a value to people outside H.M. Service who are interested in the general problem of 
avoiding waste and increasing efficiency. (351)

EDUCATION AND THE SIGNIFICANCE OF LIFE. J. Krishnamurti. 
Gollancz, 8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 128 pages. 

The appearance of this book, which follows the publication of First and Last Freedom, 
proves that wisdom is still largely an oriental monopoly. Written in tones of ironic 
mildness, it provides a counterblast to much current educational theory. Krishnamurti 
warns us against the tyranny of ‘ideals’ in education: for these can be a disguise for 
doctrines the reverse of idealistic. There are also some blunt words addressed to the 
teaching profession: ‘If one is not interested, one should obviously not go on 
teaching’. Teachers who read this book will need to examine their consciences. That 
alone will justify its publication. (370-1)

The Middle Temple is one of the four Inns of Court with the right to admit members 
to the English bar. It shares with the Inner Temple that part of London known as 
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The Temple, situated between Fleet Street and the Thames. This attractive account 
is largely historical, from the vague beginnings in the fourteenth century through the 
vigorous growth of the next two centuries when the Inns constituted a legal 
university. The account of the later history and the many traditions and practices 
of the Inn helps to explain the strength of the common law and the influence the 
barrister’s profession has had in the development of law and order. Later chap:ers are 
on the Temple Church, and famous members of the Inn such as Addison, Goidsmith, 
and Blackstone.

Professor Eva Taylor examines the early history of mathematics in England and then 
details the stages in its application to practical problems, principally in navigation, 
instrument making, surveying and cartography, from 1485 to 1715. This is a subject 
to which she has given many years of research, and she now presents the results 
lucidly and authoritatively in this valuable, and readable, work. The book is arranged 
in three sections: a continuous narrative, illuminated by apposite quotations, a 
chronological list of practitioners with biographical notes, and an annotated list of 
their works. Though more secondary bibliographical references would be helpful to 
students, this book will not soon be superseded.

This collection of papers constitutes a review of luminescence progress as described 

by some of the leading workers in Europe, the U.S.A. and the U.K. and is a com- 

prehensive guide to modern luminescence phenomena and associated problems. New 

developments since the Oxford Conference in 1938 include advances in applied 

cathodoluminescence, electroluminescence and studies of the storage properties of 

phosphors. Modern theory still fails to explain certain phenomena satisfactorily and 

this volume helps to give a balanced picture of the situation.

After chapters 

dealing with apparatus, methods and standards, the author considers the quantitative 
determination of some thirty-five elements in silicate minerals, rocks, soils, etc. This 
book should be most useful for all concerned with this branch of mineral work.

Subjects covered include the function and structure of lipids, 
and consideration of lipids in the tissues. The author has achieved his aim of providing 
a concise survey of the inter-relations between the various classes of lipids. Intended 
primarily for students of biochemistry, it furnishes a suitable introduction to this 
complex subject. Numerous references to the original literature are supplied to assist 
those who wish to study any particular aspect in greater detail.

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE BIOLOGY OF YEASTS. M. Ingram. 
Pitman, 25s. 1955. 224 cm. 288 pages. 12 plates. 42 illustrations in text. 50 tables.

This work is no elementary presentation of its subject, for the term ‘Introduction’ 
merely reflects the lack of cohesion which characterises current knowledge of the 
biology of yeasts. With obvious scholarship and critical judgment the author has 
recorded a wealth of observations on such topics as the chemical composition of the 
yeast cell, yeast genetics, sporulation, ecology, chemical and enzymatic relationships 
in fermentation and yeast assimilation. The emphasis is on chemical and biochemical 
aspects and the book is very largely concerned with the many miscellaneous and 
hitherto unco-ordinated investigations in this field over recent years. While the 
references to the literature are by no means exhaustive, the book is of unique value 
for its timely ability to bring into modern perspective so many diverse findings. It 
admirably meets what has for some time been a serious need, and may well become a 
standard work on its subject. (589-23)

BIRDS OF THE WORLD: Their Life and Habits. Paul Barruel. Translated 
from the French by Phyllis Barclay-Smith.

The sumptuousness of the illustrations, which include some excellent colour photo- 
graphs and a lavish selection of monochromes by outstanding bird photographers all 
over the world, distracts attention from the text of this book. The latter gives a most 
useful summary of modern ideas about bird biology and has been competently 
translated. A good account is given of the growing mass of research on field problems 
(ecology and evolution) carried on pre-eminently now in the English-speaking 
countries. Special mention must be made of the author’s beautiful paintings depicting 
species of particular interest from all countries. These have been reproduced with 
great care.

them in the field at all stages of their life cycles to throw light on the processes at 
work both in them and in the environment which enable them to survive. The 
author’s own kindling enthusiasm and vivid practical advice on how to set about bird 
watching should help to make many good field biologists.

A companion volume to The Pocket Guide to British Birds (1952), employing the same 

system of running down nests and eggs by reference to keys. The main part of the 

book is the descriptive section in which all British breeding birds are treated species by 
species, giving habitat, type of nest, eggs and young, and breeding season. For most 
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species there is a painting of the bird with its nest and eggs and, although keeping 
the birds on each plate to scale has made some of them very small, the general arrange- 
ment is a practical one.

THE NATURAL HISTORY OF MAMMALS. Francois Bourliére. Trans- 
lated from the French by H. M. Parshley.

A welcome translation of a book first published in France in 1951. General surveys 

of birds are legion, but a readable summary of serious scientific work (especially field 

work) upon mammals has been badly needed. Dr. Bourliére has ranged widely among 
the literature, treating in turn locomotion, food, territory, reproduction, growth, 
migration, social life and ecology. The references for each heading are collected at 
the end. Throughout the emphasis is on the study of the living animal in its natural 
environment. The translation halts occasionally and the format and spelling are 

American, but the book will be a useful source of reference to the naturalist as well

INTO GENERAL PRACTICE. A Guide for the Beginner and Others.

A readable study of the problems associated with actual medical practice in Britain 
written for students about to choose this field of medicine, and for entrants to the 
profession, but also containing much of value for established practitioners. 
Dr. Thwaites gives a short review of conditions of practice within the National 
Health Service, discusses the qualities desirable in a practitioner, the doctor-patient 
relationship, how the young doctor enters practice, his day-to-day work, and how 
a practice should be organised to the advantage of doctor and patient. There are 
also useful chapters on professional relationships and medico-legal difficulties. 
Dr. Thwaites’s consideration of British medical ethics and the machinery for their 
enforcement will interest the profession outside the United Kingdom. (610-69)

the present day. Up to the nineteenth century the book deals chronologically with 
pioneers and their discoveries, but subsequently, with the growth of specialisation 
and the increasing importance of the research team, a subject arrangement is found 
more appropriate. Mr. Walker’s chapter on psychosomatic medicine must be an 
innovation in a work of this kind. This well-illustrated book will be a welcome 
addition to the standard medical histories.

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Imperial and metric units, and lists additions, amendments and deletions. Besides the 
formulary itself, for which the drugs are most carefully chosen, there are reliable notes 
for prescribers, a pharmacological classification giving the page reference to the 
formulary, extended lists of proprietary preparations, infants’ tables, and much other 
most useful information.

MEDICINE IN ITS HUMAN SETTING. Being Clinical Stories for Students, 
Nurses and Practitioners.

Dr. Clark-Kennedy describes the impact of disease on the individual and his family, 

from its earliest manifestations until he comes to terms with it or until it takes its 

inevitable toll. The stories, such as those centring on heart failure, nephritis, the 

Great Fog, tuberculosis and arterial degeneration, are linked by the fictitious 

personality of the able Dr. Fetchquick and are transformed by Dr. Clark-Kennedy’s 

humour and engaging personality from dreary case notes to always lively, if some- 
times tragic, stories. Besides the human interest, each chapter most ably describes 
the physiological basis of the disease it deals with, diagnosis, pathogenesis and present- 

day therapeutic measures. (616) 


TECHNIQUES IN CLINICAL CHEMISTRY. A Handbook for Medical

The content of this exceptionally attractive manual is of a high standard. The author, 

formerly a hospital technician, bases the book on his experience of teaching student

After introductory chapters on funda- 
mentals and preliminary preparations, selected techniques are given for the 
examination of pathological specimens, including those used in renal and hepatic 
function tests. The tests are described in concise terms and in headed paragraphs 
covering the specimen and reagents required, principles, technique, calculation and 
interpretation. Appendices include some useful tables. (616-07) 


CLINICAL ENDOCRINOLOGY FOR PRACTITIONERS AND

A straightforward textbook, marked by its judicious choice of material and its lucid 

exposition of this complex and ever-developing subject. The authors have in mind

methods of treatment. For postgraduate students, there are useful selective biblio- 
graphies of basic papers and reviews. This edition is revised to include the many 
advances, notably those relating to radioactive iodine, cortisone and ACTH, although 
the therapeutic uses of the two latter drugs outside the endocrinological field have 
necessarily been excluded.

It is intended for the 
practical guidance of practitioners and senior students, and thus deals very fully with 
examination, diagnosis, and treatment. Some out-of-date matter is omitted from this 
edition and a chapter on the Concepts Male and Female is added. Normal male and 
female sexual function is et sm and the whole field of physical disabilities, their 
medical and surgical treatment, neurotic disorders and sexual deviations, and their 
psychotherapy, is most ably and usefully covered. (616-6)

of injection and infiltration. In the revised text, Mr. Bankoff first discusses general 
principles, types and choice of anaesthesia, toxicity, auxiliary methods, and 
physiopathology. He then gives practical descriptions of methods, emphasising those 
which, as Surgeon to the Italian Hospital, London, he has found to be of most value.

An advanced mathematical treatment of the subject suitable 
as a post-graduate text or for reference, it was divided into thirteen sections, each self- 
contained as far as is practicable in such a work. The English translation has been 
divided into four volumes in which sections have been grouped into theory of 
elasticity, elastic problems of single machine elements, steam turbines and internal- 
combustion engines. Vol. 1 contains three sections on elastomechanics, treating 
mainly the more difficult problems that are met in this field. A sound basic knowledge 
of mathematics and mechanics is required, and close study is necessary to follow the 
text. For the necessarily limited number of advanced readers this is an important book

The latest 
information is given about changes in the organisation of the British Electrical 
Authority and all sections of the book have been thoroughly revised and brought up 
to date. Under each entry, full details are given of supply voltage, phase and 
frequency (included generated and consumer's voltage), and addresses of overseas 
undertakings, as well as those in Britain, are included wherever possible.

Special attention has been 

given to the methods of locating radio-active ores and there is a long section on well 

logging. A special feature of the book is the way in which, with the aid of diagrams 

and photographs, it describes the construction and operation of the apparatus and 
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instruments used in geophysical surveys. Each section concludes with a useful 
selection of problems for solution, and there are interesting appendices dealing with 
special problems. This edition has been thoroughly revised by the surviving co-author, 
Dr. D. A. Keys, a Vice-President of the National Research Council of Canada.

REINFORCED CONCRETE ARCH DESIGN. A Text-book for 
Engineers and Advanced Students. G. P. Manning. 2nd edition. Pitman, 30s. 1955. 
22$ cm. 204 pages. Plates. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 


After a general treatment of the theory of design for various types of arch, three 
typical spans have been chosen for design in detail. The book is based throughout on 
the theory of the thin arch; slope-deflection methods of solution are most generally 
favoured, but for the continuous arches and piled abutments the displacement method 
is adopted and these sections have been modified since the first edition in conformity 
with the author’s work in this field. The book presupposes a previous knowledge of 
reinforced concrete and of the necessary mathematics. (624-18)

JANE’S ALL THE WORLD’S AIRCRAFT, 1954-55. Compiled and 
edited by Leonard Bridgman. ‘Jane’s All the World’s Aircraft’ Publishing Co., 84s.

The preface to this new edition gives a concise survey of the immense progress in 
aircraft production and performance in the decade since the 1944-45 issue, when the 
first details were published of the pioneer British gas-turbine engines. The main 
sections in the book are: Civil Airline Operators, arranged under countries and giving 
details of the operators under each; Aeroplanes, arranged under countries, showing 
the latest developments in production and performance of each aircraft; Gas-Turbine 
Engines of all countries; Piston Engines; and Airships. There are also sections showing 
markings of the military air forces of the world and of international civil aircraft, and 
a section giving details of international aircraft organisations. (629-13) 


THE WORLD’S FIGHTING PLANES. Compiled by William Green and 
Gerald Pollinger. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1954. Obl. 13 cm. 242 pages. Numerous 
illustrations.

This book may be regarded as a handy reference manual containing brief details 

of many of the world’s military aircraft now in Service use. On each page appears a 

photograph, silhouettes and a limited specification for each type of aircraft, listed 

alphabetically in the excellent index. The illustrations, numbering over 400, are 
reasonably good. The silhouettes, giving front view, plan and side elevation of each 
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machine, will be of value to the aircraft recognition enthusiast. It is doubtful, with 
such a title, whether such types as the North American ‘Mustang’—which ceased 
production nearly ten years ago—-or the Prestwick “Pioneer C C 1’ should be included.

THE SPORTS CAR: Its Design and Performance. Colin Campbell. Chapman 
& Hall, 30s. 1954. 22 cm. 276 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 
One of the best books that has been published on this subject for a very long period. 
It deals most thoroughly with those characteristics that make the modern sports car 
a joy to drive and a superb example of technical skill. The basic principles of engine 
design and tuning, suspension, brakes and road holding are adequately covered. 
A most useful glossary of technical terms is provided. There are no errors, and the 
high standard of English makes the book a pleasure to read. * (629-22)

‘FARMER AND STOCK-BREEDER’ YEAR BOOK, 1955. A Book 
of Reference for Farmers and all connected with Agriculture. 79th year. “Farmer 
and Stock-Breeder’, 10s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 404 pages. Illustrations. Tables. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 
As usual, this Year Book contains a comprehensive reference section which includes 
statistical information of all kinds, details of agricultural organisations and official 
bodies in Britain, points of agricultural law, etc., of use to the practical farmer. Its 
other regular feature—‘The Pedigree Year in Pictures’, which gives over 100 photo- 
graphs of champion farm animals of all classes and breeds during the 1954 Show 
season—is quite up to standard. Eleven special articles deal with a variety of topics 
including arable, grass and livestock husbandry, farm implements, and economics. 
There is also a small section devoted to poultry husbandry. (630-58) 


TIV FARM AND SETTLEMENT. Paul Bohannan for the Colonial Office.

The author and his wife spent nearly two years living with the Tiv, a people some 

800,000 strong of the Benue area of Nigeria, sharing their compounds, their daily life, 

and above all acquiring an interest in what is the major preoccupation of the Tiv, the 

boundaries and cultivation of their farms. This very detailed study is confined to 
the farm and the domestic groups of the Tiv: the one as involving land rights, land 
disputes, and crop rotations; the other, labour and consumption groups. Political, 
anthropological, social, and economic studies are excluded, being reserved for later 


publication. (630-9669) 


MICROBES AND US. Hugh Nicol. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 
272 pages. 7 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
The author, who is Professor of Agricultural Chemistry at the West of Scotland 
Agricultural College, discusses the relationship between micro-organisms and plant 
and animal nutrition, with special reference to modern trends in soil utilisation. 
He emphasises that all plant and animal life is dependent on an equilibrium between 
them and the soil microbes, and forecasts that unless increasing importance is attached 
to the welfare of these ‘inhabitants of the soil’, then mankind can expect dire 
consequences. His book should appeal equally to laymen and agriculturalists. (631-46)

GROWING BULBS IN THE HOUSE. Xenia Field. Collins, 8s.6d. 1954.

This comprehensive guide to the growing of bulbs indoors, while being thoroughly 
practical, is written in a more vivacious and entertaining style than such compendia 
of facts and instruction usually manage to achieve. The detailed and up-to-date advice 
on the choice of varieties, including many recent introductions, is likely to be 
particularly helpful to beginners, and there is also much that will be useful and 
stimulating to growers long past the novice stage. (635-96)

YOUR POODLE AND MINE. Stanley Dangerfield. Rockliff, 18s. 1954. 
22 cm. 136 pages. 47 photographs. 14 drawings. Index. 
M:. Dangerfield here gives abundantly of his knowledge about this more and more 
popular pet. Those readers who have previously thought rather condescendingly of 
poodles as something near lap dogs will find much of interest in the preliminary 
chapter on the history of the breed. This shows the sporting origin of the poodle 
and the practical nature of the original methods of clipping, which have admittedly 
developed into rather bizarre patterns. There follow chapters on the points of a 
poodle, buying and training one, grooming, breeding and showing. Interpolated 
excerpts indicate the place of the poodle in literature. (636-71)

INDIAN COOKING. Savitri Chowdhary. Deutsch, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
192 pages. 

Careful instructions for making all manner of Indian dishes, not only curries but 
sweets, breads, pickles and spices, are given here. It is interesting to know how the 
Indian basic materials are made—Ghee or butterfat, Dahl or milk curd, and Khoya, a 
kind of condensed milk. Of particular interest to Europeans are the curries, especially 
of vegetables, though the gourmet may complain of the monotony of the flavouring. 
Garam-masala (mixed spices) seems to appear in every dish. The item ‘curry powder’ 
or ‘paste’ does not, but a careful blending of turmeric, chili powder and spices 
produces the delicious flavour we know as “Indian Curry’. (641-59) 


LUCHOW’S GERMAN COOKBOOK. The Story and the Favourite 
Dishes of New York’s Most Famous German Restaurant. Jan Mitchell. Introduction 
by Ludwig Bemelmans.

Post-war interest in cooking has tended to patronise the Mediterranean, while over- 
looking the more ponderous arts of the German cuisine. The owner of New York’s 
most opulent German restaurant guides us expertly through its history and its menus 
in the company of celebrated musicians and literati, for Liichow’s has attracted a 
talented clientele for over seventy years. The recipes, weighty with meat and pastry, 
are uncomplicated to prepare and yet sufficiently unexpected. Who, for example, 
would normally marry sardines and beef without a qualm: The whole range of 
German food and drink is here, enriched by Mr. Bemelmans’ drawings of this 
fabulous eating-house. (641-59)

the scope of any careful cook with a little time, but, as Tante Marie said: ‘Il vaut 

mieux étre seule’.

Material handling is of increasing importance in industry and this book describes one 

of the greatest labour-saving devices. The fork truck is a tool for obtaining maximum 

storage capacity with minimum expenditure of manpower. Little has appeared in 

book form on this subject, and at present this publication must be considered a 

standard text. The author is stores controller in an engineering firm and in this second 

edition has included new sections on such matters as maintenance, operating costs 

and the training of drivers.

PHYSICAL CHEMISTRY AND METAL EXTRACTION. D. W.

Written for students of extraction metallurgy, this textbook will also be helpful to 

research and technical workers in this field. Treatment of the subject is based on 

classical thermodynamics which is expounded in the first four chapters. The greater 
part of the book consists of chapters on the application of the thermodynamics 
technique: Roasting, Reduction and oxidation, Slags, The iron blast furnace, Zinc 
distillation. The mathematical treatment is simple. Numerous worked examples are 
given and a substantial, up-to-date bibliography is appended to each chapter. The 
book is very well produced. (669)

DROP, PRESS AND MACHINE FORGING. J. C. Sharman. Machinery 
Publishing Co. (Brighton), 173.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 164 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams.

This book deals in a practical way with the various aspects of the production of hot 

forged ferrous products and is a useful introduction to the subject. The author clearly 

has a wide experience of this type of industry. The book includes sections on die 
design and making, plant and its maintenance, inspection and estimating, so that 
inevitably topics are dealt with briefly. For example only the briefest mention is 

made of electric induction heating in the chapter on furnaces and heating. (671-33)

In each 

group an alphabetical list of manufacturers gives the brand, welding positions, British 

Standard code number, approving bodies, identification markings and special 

features of the respective products. This first part of the Directory, though necessarily 

not exhaustive, constitutes a valuable work of reference, but its usefulness would be 

increased by an alphabetical index of electrode brands.

The author of this useful handbook, with half a lifetime’s 
professional experience behind him, explains the problems and mysteries of site 
supervision and etiquette, and the architect’s relations with client, builder, clerk of 
works and craftsmen.

AN OUTLINE OF PLANNING LAW. 2nd edition by Desmond Heap.

The second edition of this book provides an authoritative and up-to-date general 
account of English planning law. It includes in detail the provisions of recent legisla- 
tion, in particular of the Town and Country Planning Act, 1954. This Act made 
radical alterations to the financial provisions of the 1947 Act. It had to ‘unscramble’ 
the financial operations which had taken place under the former Act and to set up an 
alternative method of dealing with the established claims on the three hundred 
million pound fund set aside for financial compensation. The author is Comptroller 
and City Solicitor to the City of London. (711-17) 


Sculpture 
ROMANESQUE SCULPTURE IN ITALY. G.H. Crichton. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, sos. 1954. 254 cm. 192 pages. 92 plates. Bibliography. Index. 

This specialist monograph deals with Italian medieval sculpture from ¢.1100-1250, a 

period which covers the work of Benedetto Antelami, Italy’s greatest sculptor before 

Nicola Pisano, and the rise in Rome of the Cosmati school of workers in inlaid 

marble. The influence of Byzantine art and the interpretation of religious iconography 

are thoroughly treated in a scholarly text which is well supported by the concluding 

section of plates. Students of the Middle Ages will find in this book an authoritative 

guide to Italian sculpture viewed as an expression of medieval culture and religion.

METALWORK AND ENAMELLING. A Practical Treatise on Gold and 
Silversmiths’ Work and their Allied Crafts. Herbert Maryon. 3rd edition, revised. 

333 line drawings by 
Cyril Pearce. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
Although it has not been available for some years, this is a standard manual for 
jewellers and other workers in precious metals, and has now been revised. The form 
of arrangement chosen is good from a practical standpoint, being governed by the 
processes and operations involved rather than by the articles made. Some attention 
is paid to tools and their maintenance, and there are chapters on design and useful 
tables of data. Twenty-nine plates illustrate well-known historical pieces. A short 
chapter on Benvenuto Cellini and his claim to the fame which has been accorded to 
him seems out of place here. (739°2)

PAPER WEIGHTS and Other Glass Curiosities. E. M. Elville. Country Life, 25s. 
te 1954. 254 cm. 116 pages. 16 plates. Coloured frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
Written by a well-known enthusiast and writer on glassware, this finely illustrated 
monograph deals principally with the nineteenth century glass paperweights decorated 
with coloured millefiori designs which are today among the most sought-after and 
costly minor Victorian antiques. Various types of both English and French paper- 
weights are classified according to their design and rarity, and the book concludes 
with chapters on other forms of glass curiosities such as engraved glass, syllabub and 
Jacobite glasses, finger bowls, lustres, marbles, etc. The illustrations are of high 
quality.

Painting 
EARLY CONVERSATION PICTURES from the Middle Ages to about 
1730. A Study in Origins. Ralph Edwards. Counsry Life, 42s. 1954. 25} cm. 
176 pages. 96 illustrations (1 in colour). Notes. Index. 
A conversation piece is here defined as a small painting of ‘real people associated in 
an informal portrait group’. Most conversation pieces show families or friends engaged 
in some pleasant common activity surrounded by their possessions in their home 
setting. In a scholarly text Mr. Edwards traces the origin of this decidedly northern 
type of painting (Italian examples are rare) to Flanders in the late Middle Ages and 
follows its development in England, France and the Low Countries up to 1730. 
Numerous plates and detailed notes add much to the attraction of this mongraph, 
which supplements and sometimes corrects Mr. Sacheverell Sitwell’s pioneer study 
of English conversation pieces (1937), the only other book which deals with these 
delightful precursors of the family photograph. (757) 


THE DANIELLS: Artists and Travellers. Thomas Sutton. Bodley Head, 84s. 

1954. 25$ cm. 200 pages. 39 illustrations (7 in colour). 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Thomas Daniell (1749-1840) and his nephews William (1769-1837) and Samuel 
(1775-1811) are well known to collectors of color-plate books for their topographical 
views of India, Africa, China and Great Britain. Associated primarily with the 
delicate art of colour aquatint engraving, the Daniells were water-colour painters as 
well as book-illustrators. They were also indefatiguable travellers and among the 
first artists to visit India and the Orient. In this substantial work of connoisseurship 
Major Sutton gives a full account of their adventurous lives with a valuable conspectus 
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of their production, listing both the original paintings and the printed and engraved 
work. His book is likely to become the standard work on two important minor 
artists who charmingly record the visual aspect of late Georgian England and the 
early days of the British Empire. (759-2)

Paul Klee (1879-1940) was one of the leaders of the modern movement in art who 
exercised wide influence through his teaching and educational work at the celebrated 
Bauhaus School of Design at Weimar between 1921 and 1925. Dr. Grohmann’s 
encyclopedic study is in three parts: Life, Work, and Pedagogics (a survey of Klee’s 
teaching and theoretical writings), followed by a Conclusion and six appendices. The 
latter include a classified catalogue, with ‘postage-stamp’ reminder reproductions, of 
all Klee’s work, and a chronological catalogue of the reproductions in this volume. 
The hundreds of illustrations and magnificent series of colour plates give great value 
to this monumental study of a painter “whose art is not only a picture of our world 
but also a diagnosis of its problems’. (759°3)

PROFESSIONAL METHODS FOR AMATEUR’ PHOTO-

and shows how the amateur may adapt and simplify them for his own use. Contents 
include: Backgrounds and Set Building, Cameras and Equipment, The Model, 
Approach, Subject Matter and Treatment, Outdoor Work, and Photography by 
the Sea.

The book is intended to give help to producers 
and designers in the use of light on the stage rather than to provide another treatise 
on the technicalities of electrical apparatus. Its sound opinions and clear exposition 
will benefit all concerned with the presentation of a play. Cyclorama lighting, arena, 
and open-air production are among the subjects discussed. (792-02) 


THEATRICAL COMPANION TO SHAW. A Pictorial Record of the 
First Performances of the Plays of George Bernard Shaw. Raymond Mander 
and Joe Mitchenson. Introduction by Sir Barry Jackson. Rockliff, 42s. 1955. 
25$cm. 352 pages. 276 illustrations. 

‘This volume of record’ relates in particular to performances of Shaw’s plays in Britain, 

although in their place photographs and details of the plays produced in other parts 

of the world are included. The authors claim that their work solves many hitherto 
debatable points, and altogether many facts have been firmly established. The book 
is valuable, therefore, both as a work of reference and for the numerous photographs 
assembled together for the first time. Some unpublished letters and articles are 
included and synopses of the plays by Frances Fleetwood. (792-92)

A PICTORIAL HISTORY OF THE SILENT SCREEN. Daniel Blum. 
Hamish Hamilton, sos. 1954. 314m. 334 pages. 3,000 illustrations. Index. 
The most extensive collection yet published of photographs originating in the period 
of the silent film. Many of them are portrait-photographs of stars, the aim being to 
supply a record of the personalitics as well as the films of the popular (mainly 
American) screen, not to trace the history of the art of the film. As such this volume 
is invaluable, though the influential European cinema needs far greater representation 
if the record is to live up to the title. There is an absolute minimum of text, and from 
the year 1908 the photographs are arranged on a year by year basis up to 1929. 
The general level of reproduction is good, and some of the half-page and full-page 
photographs are excellent. There is a long and useful index. (792-93)

THE COMPLETE GOLFER. Edited by Herbert Warren Witid. Introduction 
by Robert T. (‘Bobby’) Jones, Jr. Heinemann, 25s. 1954. 22cm. 424, pages. 
Coloured frontispiece. 24 plates (cartoons). Drawings in text. 2 coloured folding 
plans of golf courses. Endpaper photographs. Index. 
An outstanding sporting anthology, in which famous golfers write about their 
careers and the theory and technique of the game, well-known authors provide 
golfing fiction, essays, humour, discussion and reporting about events and personali- 
ties, and cartoonists demonstrate the humour of the game. There is also an analysis 
of golf links architecture describing two famous courses, St. Andrews in Scotland 
and Augusta National in the U.S.A. A well-produced and most entertaining book, it 
covers many chapters in golf history, recounting legends associated with the game 
and providing much wisdom and wit. (796-35) 


THE MOUNTAINS OF NEW ZEALAND. Rodney Hewitt and 
Mavis Davidson. A. H. & A. W. Reed (Wellington, New Zealand), 18s.6d. 
1954. 25$cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 

A general survey of the mountains of both islands, in the case of the North Island 

including subsidiary ranges as well as major features. With the aid of a large number 

of photographs, the book gives a general description of the main features, summarised 
information about climbing routes and passes, with short historical notes where 
appropriate. The authors, who are noted and experienced mountaineers, have 
produced a work which should serve as an introduction for both overseas and New 


Zealand climbers. " (796-52) 


THE HORSEMAN’S YEAR, 1955. Edited by Lt.-Col. W. E. Lyon. 
Collins, 15s. 1954. 23cm. 192 pages. 73 plates. Drawings in text. 
The ninth issue of a deservedly popular survey of matters of interest to all horsemen 
and horse lovers follows the general plan of its predecessors. Colonel Lyon has again 
gathered together an expert band of contributors who between them cover a wide 
range of topics, including the National Hunt season, point-to-point racing and flat 
racing in Britain, horse shows and show jumping, polo, equine research at Newmarket, 
and racing in Australia and New Zealand. Appendices table the results of many of 
the chief events of the past season. As usual, the book is excellently illustrated with 
many dramatic, and some beautiful, photographs. (798) 


GREAT HORSES OF THE YEAR, 1954-1955. Baron and Clive 
Graham. MacGibbon & Kee, 21s. 1954. 254 cm. 128 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 
98 photographs. 

To some extent a record of horse-racing in Britain in 1954, this book is more an 

appraisement of the outstanding horses by a leading writer on racing, illustrated with 

wonderful photographs by Baron, whose fame as a photographer of ballet is equalled 

by his flair for horse photography. (798-2) 


MAN-EATERS OF KUMAON. Jim Corbett. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
1955. 18cm. 252 pages. Paper covers. 


In this book, first published in 1944, Colonel Corbett recounts his adventures in 
ridding the Kumaon country of North India of man-eaters. The account of his kills 
makes an exciting narrative, but the main interest lies in the hunter’s methods during 
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his long trails, his knowledge of his quarry, the jungle and its life, and the people 
he had come to relieve of their terror. The plain, direct style is most effective in 
presenting such a story. ‘ (799-2) 


LITERATURE 
LANGUAGE AS GESTURE. Essays in Poetry. R. P. Blackmur. 
Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1954. 224m. 446 pages. 
Almost all the major figures in modern English and American poetry are dealt with 
in this collection of essays, some reprinted from earlier books, others from American 
magazines. The essays on Ezra Pound, Hardy’s shorter poems, and Emily Dickinson 
have much that is new to say and say it more incisively than the rest. Mr. Blackmur 
is certainly among the two or three most gifted American critics writing today, but, 
presumably for the benefit of an academic public, he chooses to offer his judgments 
in the form of enigmas and opaque metaphors, and evidently considers that a state- 
ment is scarcely worth making unless elaborately qualified and allusively expressed. 
His book is a remarkable mixture of insights into complex poetry, and complexities 
formulated where none need exist. (808-1) 


SPELLS. Collected by F. McEachran. Blackwell (Oxjord), 15s. 1954. 19 cm. 228 pages. 


An annotated anthology of five hundred short passages of verse and prose, sometimes 
single lines, aiming to impress upon the reader the magic which can lie in words. 
Mr. McEachran defines a ‘spell’ as “concentrated poetry’, ‘an incantation’. Many of 
his ‘spells’ are representative ‘memorable lines’, pleasantly familiar to any Englishman 
whose taste in poetry was formed in the last thirty years, with Eliot, Auden, Donne, 
Pound and Hopkins prominent among the sources used. (808-88)

SIR ORFEO. Edited by A. J. Bliss. Oxford University Press, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 
132 pages. Notes. Glossary. Index. (Oxford English Monographs) 

A careful and scholarly edition of the three different texts of the fourteenth century 
narrative poem Sir Ofeo, the legend of Orpheus and Eurydice retold in Middle 
English as a Celtic tale of faery enchantment. A cautious discussion of the language, 
sources and literary qualities of this poem is given in the introduction, and there is 
a good glossary. (821-1) 


SONNETS AND VERSE. H. Belloc. Introduction by Reginald Jebb. 
3rd edition, with additional poems. Duckworth, 12s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 184 pages. 
Index of first lines. 

Hilaire Belloc used to say that he would wish to be remembered by his verse rather 

than by his prose and it seems likely that this will happen, particularly if we read 

‘light verse’ for ‘verse’. His Cautionary Verses are already a classic of the nursery— 

and not only of the nursery, for their caustic humour delights grown-ups quite as 

much as children. Sonnets and Verse, now reprinted in a new enlarged edition, contains 
both serious and humorous poems, but it is the latter that give most pleasure, for 
instance the satirical Lines to a “Remote and ineffectual Don Who dared attack my 

Chesterton’ and the many neat and amusing epigrams. (821-9) 


COLLECTED POEMS OF C. DAY LEWIS. Cape with Hogarth Press, 
21s. 19$4. 23 cm. 370 pages. Index of first lines. 

With the exception of the Virgil translations, most of Day Lewis’s published verse 

is included here, from Transitional Poem (1929) to An Italian Visit (1953). Part of 
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A Time to Dance and nearly all Noah and the Waters are omitted, as are the two early 
volumes, Beechen Vigil (1925) and Country Comets (i928). Day Lewis has been called 
the most representative and least individual of the ‘New Country’ group of poets 
who won reputations in the early ‘thirties’ (the others were Auden, MacNcice and 
Spender), and re-reading him one finds oneself agreeing. As a record of changes in 
the climate of ideas since 1930 this collection is an important document. Day Lewis 
is at his best perhaps as a fluent verse rapporteur, but his smooth mastery of his 
imaginative sources and his ingenuity in a variety of metres are sustained throughout.

VERSE LETTERS TO FIVE FRIENDS. E. H. W. Meyerstein. Foreword 
and Introductions by Rowland Watson.

Meyerstein was a classical scholar, novelist, poet, musician, and London eccentric 

(resembling in some ways Samuel Johnson and the second Samuel Butler) whose 

reputation has been growing since his death in 1952. It is rumoured that he left a pile 

of unpublished manuscripts and these urbane and affectionate Verse Lettcrs in heroic 

couplets increase our curiosity to sce more of his literary remains in print. (821-9) 


A KITE’S DINNER. Poems 1938-1954. Sheila Wingfield. Cresset Press, 
9s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 160 pages. Notes. 

Sheila Wingfield’s verse is spare, quiet, poised. It shows a perceptive sensibility and 
a trained intelligence; each is interesting separately but the chief virtue of this unusually 
mature poetry is the unfailing preservation of an exact balance between them. The 
poems in this collection range from a long and moving meditation on war called 
“Beat Drum, Beat Heart’ to very short pieces recalling the best work of the Imagists.

CYMBELINE. William Shakespeare. Edited’ by J. M. Nosworthy. Methuen, 
18s. 1955. 22cm 308 pages. Musical example. (Arden Shakespeare) 
Cymbeline, as one of the plays not published in Shakespeare’s lifetime, depends upon 
the First Folio for authority and presents few textual difficulties. Its main problems are 
matters of dating, sources and dramatic interpretation, and in the last especially 
Mr. Nosworthy breaks much new ground in his introduction. He argues that no 
critic to date has fully grasped Shakespeare’s dramatic intention here, and suggests 
that the play is an experimental romance, with the accent on experimental, half-way 
between the style of the late tragedies and The Tempest. His theory is persuasively 
presented but makes light of the play’s many artistic defects. (822-3) 


PLAYS OF THE YEAR. Vol. 10. 1953-54. Chosen by J. C. Trewin. 
Elek Books, 18s. 1955. 19 cm. $26 pages. 
The five plays in this volume include The Prisoner, by Bridget Boland, a tense study 
of a priest being slowly destroyed by psychiatric questioning in a continental prison, 
and The School for Wives (already published in an acting edition), the fourth of actor- 
dramatist Miles Malleson’s versions of Moliére’s plays. This verse comedy, L’ Ecole 
des Femmes, here rendered into free English verse, was first produced in 1662. The 
remaining plays are Meet a Body, a comedy-thriller by Frank Launder and Sidney 
Gilliat, acted in its original version under the title The Body Was Well Nourished 
in 1940; Waiting for Gillian, adapted by Ronald Millar from Nigel Balchin’s novel, 
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A Way Through the Wood, a drama of marital relationship; and Both Ends Meet, 
another farcical comedy, this time between tax-dodgers and commissioners of 
Inland Revenue, by the expert light comedy writer, Arthur Macrae. (822-9) 


English Fiction 
FIELDING. John Butt. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 1954. 214m. 
36 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Bibliographical 
Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 
In surveying the work of Henry Fielding (1707-54) in the development of the 
English novel, the author maintains that Fielding’s unique contribution was his 
devising a new kind of writing by a conflation of the prose epic and the comic epic 
into ‘a comic epic poem in prose’, as Fielding called his Joseph Andrews (1742). 
Professor Butt examines Fielding’s four novels to show how he manipulated his new 
form. He shows how Fielding’s writing for the stage, his literary training, legal 
experience and zeal as a reformer enabled him to depict contemporary life and 
character. The literary student will find this a most useful essay. (823-5) 


German Literature 
HEINRICH HEINE. An Interpretation. Barker Fairley. Oxford University 
Press, 158. 1954. 19cm. 184 pages. Index. 

Professor Fairley, one of our foremost experts on Goethe, has had the happy idea of 
viewing Heine from an unusual angle. Struck by the frequent use in Heine's writings 
of theatrical images, he has allowed his mind to play over their occurrence and variety 
in prose and verse and considers them under such categories as “Song within Song’, 
“Music and Dance’, “Chorus and Procession’, “Theatre and Ceremony’, “Carnival 
and Costume’. His book provides most attractive reading and a thought-provoking 
commentary on what he calls Heine’s “comic-poetic survey of the world’. The reader 
may, however, be left with the impression that the German poet's attitude to life 
did not touch tragic depths, and this would be a misconception which Professor 
Fairley might have corrected by enlarging his preface. (831-7) 


French Literature 
FRENCH LYRIC POETRY IN THE AGE OF MALHERBE. 
Renée Winegarten. Manchester University Press (Manchester), 13s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
170 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
In this study of Malherbe’s influence on seventeenth century lyric poetry, the author 
begins by summarising his poetic doctrine, rightly stressing his double aim of 
expressing stoic philosophy and writing for music; then studies his fortunes from 
1605 to 1635 (his influence was soon disputed!). The chapter ‘Poesie Galante’ (i.e. 
society—including love—poetry) takes us up to Voiture and La Fontaine among 
many others. In the chapter “Serious Poetry’ (mainly the Ode), the author writes wise 
criticism, though perhaps she is scarcely fair to Boileau. A conscientious survey which, 
with its bibliography and copious footnotes, will prove a useful reference guide for 
students. (841-4) 


Classical Literature 


FIFTY YEARS OF CLASSICAL SCHOLARSHIP. Edited by Maurice 

Platnauer. Blackwell (Oxford), 31s.6d. 1955. 22cm. 448 pages. 8 illustrations. 
The publication of this work falls appropriately within the Jubilee year of the Classical 
Association. The list of contributors includes both new and familiar names, and they 
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have all done excellently within their prescribed limits. The subjects treated are: 
Homer, early Greek lyric poetry, Greek tragedy and comedy, the Greek philosophers, 
the Greek historians, Greek orators and rhetoric, Hellenistic poetry, Roman drama, 
late Republican poetry, the Augustan poets, Roman oratory, the Roman historians, 
and Silver Latin poetry. Since the writers are as terse as readability and usefulness 
permit, the regrettable omission of Linguistics and of certain significant authors and 
genres (e.g. Epistolography), and the absence of an index, must be regarded as 
unavoidable. The book is a valuable compilation. (880) 


ALCESTIS. Euripides. Edited with Introduction and Commentary by 
A. M. Dale. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 170 pages. 
Miss Dale’s Alcestis is a worthy addition to the Oxford series of the plays of Euripides. 
The text and apparatus criticus are reproduced from Vol. I of Gilbert Murray’s edition, 
significant textual questions being discussed in the commentary. The introduction 
deals comprehensively with the Alcestis legend, the dramatic qualities of the play, its 
pro-satyric character, and the transmission of the text. The commentary is excellent, 
being skilfully designed to help the good sixth-former as well as the undergraduate; 
and senior scholars too will find much help with their profounder problems. The 
metrical notes are a specially valuable feature of the commentary. (882)

Geography Travel Description 
CHAMBERS’S WORLD GAZETTEER AND GEOGRAPHICAL 
DICTIONARY. Edited by T. C. Collocott and J. O. Thorne. Chambers, 
30s. 1954. 214.cm. 800 pages. 
This, the first new work of its kind to be published in Britain since the war, is more 
than a gazetteer, since many of the entries are quite lengthy articles, giving geographi- 
cal, economic and historical details. The selection of entries has been governed by 
the fact that it is primarily intended for English-speaking peoples, but the coverage 
is quite comprehensive. Place names are entered under the local official form if there is 
no well-established English conventional name, and recent changes, e.g. in eastern 
Europe, have been included. There is a supplementary index, which also cross-indexes 
variants. Though there are some misprints and omissions, the volume is generally 
reliable and good value, by present standards, for the price. (910-3) 


HISTORICAL GEOGRAPHY. J. B. Mitchell. English Universities Press, 
10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 372 pages. 52 maps and diagrams. 5 tables. Bibliography. 
Index. (Teach Yourself Geography) 

Not only the student but the general reader with an enquiring mind who is interested 

in his locality will find this book of much interest. From it much can be learnt of 

how to reconstruct the geography of a region at a particular point in history. Each 
chapter deals with one factor—e.g. the peopling of the land, the evolution of settle- 
ments, the changing geography of industry—and shows how it should be studied and 
where the relevant evidence is to be found. This strictly analytical approach and the 
somewhat restricted view of the subject are offset by the wide range of information 
clearly and logically set out. (911-2) 
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THE EDINBURGH WORLD ATLAS or Advanced Atlas of Modern 
Geography. John Bartholomew. Bartholomew (Edinburgh), 36s. 1954. 384 cm. 
164 pages. 96 pages of maps in colour. 4 line maps. 3 pages of map projections. 
Endpaper maps. 2 astronomical charts. 2 tables. Glossary. 52 pages of index. 

This atlas, which has achieved success in academic circles, is now issued under a new 

title for the general public. The maps in general show physical relief, by layer colour- 

ing ; the lettering is clear, and the general appearance attractive. They are supplemented 
by other maps showing geology, vegetation, population densities, and other aspects 
of important regions. The United States is well served with maps on the scale of 
1:5M., but Australia is treated rather frugally. Since its purpose is not primarily that 
of location, the maps are not crowded with names: the index therefore contains 
not more than 20,000 names. Taken as a whole, this atlas is among the best of its 
type now available. (912) 


THE COTSWOLDS. Edith Brill. Hale, 18s. 1955. 22cm. 258 pages. 
25 photographs. Sketch map. Bibliography. Index. (Regional Books) 
The author not only loves but has an intimate knowledge of this fascinating region. 
She gives us a meticulous account of both the countryside and the human activities, 
past and present. She has kind words for the show places, but reserves her real 
enthusiasm for the more secluded villages and hamlets. No other part of England 
can display such harmony between buildings and landscape. Thanks to the wealth 
accumulated by the graziers of medieval times and the eighteenth century, the 
Cotswolds can boast an unparalleled display of beautiful churches, manor houses, 
farms, and cottages, all built of the local oolite that weathers so gloriously. Prehistoric 
and Roman remains too, are fully covered. (914-2) 


THE LAKERS. The Adventures of the First Tourists. Norman Nicholson. 
Hale, 18s. 1955. 224m. 248 pages. 17 plates. Bibliography. Index. 
This is an important work by a poet and literary critic, ‘not a book about the Lakes, 
but about the way people looked and look at the Lakes’. With an abundance of 
quotations and references the author shows how people’s attitude to the Lake District 
has changed in the course of the centuries, how the craze for the Picturesque and the 
Romantic made way for the more realistic vision of the Lake Poets, and what light 
the past can throw on the problems of the present age. His appreciation of William 
and Dorothy Wordsworth is particularly brilliant. The well-chosen illustrations 
consist partly of old drawings and prints, and partly of admirable up-to-date photo- 
graphs. Altogether a work of great value and originality. (914-2) 


THE BRISTOL CHANNEL. Brian Waters. Dent, 16s. 1955. 22cm. 
224 pages. 16 plates. Endpaper sketch-map. Index. 
This, the last of a Severn trilogy, deals with the “Severn Sea’, the drowned valley 
at the mouth of Britain’s greatest river, whose tide is the second highest on earth, 
The author, who has a lifelong acquaintance with the district, describes the past 
and the present condition of the South Welsh coast from Chepstow to Tenby, 
Lundy and the other islands, and the Devon-Somerset coast from Hartland Point 
to Bristol. Local lore, notably an account of the salmon-fishers, coracle men, and 
‘down-homers’, is the leit-motiv of the book, which is both knowledgeable 
and readable. The author claims that the Welsh coast is as lovely as the English coast, 
with the additional advantages of a southern aspect and comparative freedom from 
exploitation. (914-2) 
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DEAD TOWNS AND LIVING MEN. Being Pages from an Antiquary’s 
Notebook. Sir Leonard Woolley. 3rd edition, revised and enlarged. Luserworth 
Press, 175.6d. 1954. 22cm. 220 pages. 26 photographs. 

Since its publication thirty-five years ago, this book of experiences of an archacologist 

in the Middle East has grown in response, as it were, to the enjoyment it has brought 

to so many readers. It is just the book to explain to the growing army of devotees 
the fascination of field archaeology, and the kind of problem which it sets the excava- 
tor. The author’s sense of the continuity of life in the Middle East, his humorous 
appreciation of the failings, and nobiliry, of humanity, and his power to re-create 
the atmosphere of a vanished era will continue to hold the attention of readers for 
many ycars to come. (915°6)

This latest edition of an invaluable travellers’ guide to the Union of South Africa, 

the Federation of Rhodesia, and the High Commission territories is packed with 

up-to-date information, not only on routes but on all aspects of the countries con- 
cerned which would be of use to the visitor. At the low price it is one of the most 

complete and best arranged guide-books issued. (916-8) 


THE NARRATIVE AND JOURNAL OF GERALD McKIERNAN 
IN SOUTH WEST AFRICA 1874-1879. Edited by P. Serton. 
Van Riebeeck Society (Cape Town, South Africa), 21s. 1954. 21} cm. 198 pages. 
4 plates. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This, the thirty-fifth volume in a valuable series of South African historical documents, 

is a narrative taken from the papers of an American trader in South West Africa 

during the five years 1874-1879. When back in America at the close of the last year, 

McKiernan began to write up a Narrative of Five Years’ Travel from his notes, but did 

not proceed beyond September 1876. His diary from May 1877 until April 1897 is, 

however, preserved. Both narrative and diary are printed here and afford an interesting 
picture of Damaraland and Ovamboland in the years preceding the establishment 

of a German protectorate in 1884. (916-88)

UNDERSTANDING THE AMERICANS. William J. Blake. Muller, 
10s.6d. 1955. 19cm. 180 pages. 6 illustrations. 

One of a series of books on different nationalities, this volume subjects the American 

scene to a sharp-edged scrutiny which is only at first sight humorous and light-hearted. 
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The author, himself American, is serious in his intention to probe the flaws in the 
shiny armour of his country’s wealth and material power. But his criticism is not 
destructive and his satire is softened by sympathy. Short sketches review various 
aspects of American life as it is lived by the average citizen and draw attention to 
the ambitions, hopes, and fears which motivate his thoughts and actions. A book 
which will genuinely assist readers to understand Americans. (917-3) 


MITSINARI. Twenty-one Years among the Papuans. André Dupeyrat. 
Translated from the French by Erik and Denyse de Mauny. Staples Press, 15s. 
1954. 224cm. 256 pages. 33 photographs. Endpaper map. 

In 1930, Father André Dupeyrat reached the shores of New Guinea and remained in 

that land of great natural beauty and indescribable degradation for twenty-one years. 

He gives a graphic account of the country and its people, their customs, songs and 

dances, their hideous practices, including cannibalism, and their unexpected virtues. 

What is more moving is the story of the transformation wrought by the heroic 

devotion of Father Dupeyrat and his companions in the life of savage tribes. As Paul 

Claudel observes in the preface, the volume is more than a mere narrative of adventure: 

it is an epic. (919°5)

THE CONFESSIONS OF ST. AUGUSTINE. In the translation of Sir 
Tobie Matthew, Kt. Revised and emended by Dom Roger Hudleston, with an 
introduction by the same. Burns & Oates, 15s. 1955. 20} cm. 484 pages. (Orchard 
Books) 
The translation by Sir Tobie Matthew, Knight and Priest, first appeared in 1620. 
Its literary qualities are beyond dispute, but unfortunately as a translation it is 
seriously defective. This edition of the revised version of Tobie’s translation, originally 
published in 1923, aims at preserving its style while eliminating its errors. The Latin 
text has been studied with great care, and comparison of Matthew’s translation with 
that of Dom Hudleston will indicate the drastic modifications which have been made. 
An illuminating introduction has been written by the editor and a few notes have 
been added to elucidate the more difficult passages. (92) 


THE SERJEANT-MAJOR. A Biography of R.S.M. Ronald Brittain. 
James Leasor. Harrap, 10s.6d. 1955. 20} cm. 192 pages. 20 illustrations. 

Regimental Serjeant-Major Brittain recently completed thirty-eight years’ service 
in the Army, most of them spent as a Warrant Officer in the Coldstream Guards, and 
is a well-known public figure. Countless officers and men have benefited from the 
training by one whose motto in everything is ‘Nothing is good enough but the best’, 
and to whom the age-old traditions of the British Army are a religion. The fascinating 
story of his career describes Brittain’s work and success with humour and accuracy, 
and it is an illuminating account of the evolution of the British ‘Other Rank’ during 
the greatest changes in the history of the Army. It is a book for all ages of men— 
serving, ex-Service and civilian. (92) 


PORTRAIT OF CALVIN. T. H. L. Parker. S.C.M. Press, 7s.6d. 1954. 
19cm. 126 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 

This book, which first appeared in the Religious Book Club series, is, as the writer 

indicates, a portrait and not a photograph. We are provided with a lively, reliable and 

well-balanced account of the personal characteristics and achievements of the great 
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reformer which should do much to dispel a host of misrepresentations. In addition 
to an assessment of Calvin’s work in Geneva, the author deals sympathetically if 
critically with Calvin’s theology and has no difficulty in showing that it was centred 
not in predestination but in Christ. The final chapter on ‘The Ecumenical Churchman’ 
is a fitting conclusion to a valuable introductory study. (92) 


THE LITTLE MADELEINE. MADELEINE GROWN UP. Mrs. Robert 
Henrey. Abridged editions. Pan Books, 2s.each. 1954: 1955. 18 cm. 286: 268 pages. 
Paper covers. 

These two volumes in Mrs. Henrey’s popular autobiographical series which began 

in 1951 have been slightly abridged by the author but retain all the essential qualities 

of the originals. The first tells the story of Madeleine’s youth in Montmartre, the 
second records her experiences as a manicurist among the rich and eccentric at 
the Savoy Hotel, London, while herself living in poverty in Soho. They abound in 
lively vignettes of her parents, of innumerable relations, neighbours, close acquaint- 


" ances and clients, and the French and English settings are vividly authentic. (92) 


GROUCHO. Arthur Marx. Gollancz, 16s. 1954. 22cm. 254 pages. 
21 photographs. 
Although primarily intended as light reading, this biography (by his son) of the 
famous American comedian, whose career developed on the screen and later in radio 
and television, combines a quite penetrating portrait of Groucho Marx—tevealing 
him to be fundamentally of a serious and thoughtful disposition—with a fascinating 
study of American show-business. Few biographies of actors published when they 
are still at the height of their careers could be so frank about their subject’s life-long 
fears of public neglect, or so blunt about his doubts of his own artistry or actual 
devotion to his profession. The result is a warm, engaging picture of a most likeable 
person with a difficult temperament which has caused both him and other people 
some suffering, but also much happiness and laughter. (92) 


STILL DIGGING. Interleaves from an Antiquary’s Notebook. Sir Mortimer 

Wheeler. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1955. 224 cm. 236 pages. 18 illustrations. Index. 
Sir Mortimer Wheeler is famous chiefly as an archaeologist, and above all as an 
excavator in the grand manner. The same dash and decision that have been so success- 
ful in archaeological trenches have also carried him with glory through two wars. 
The present book, though it is too impersonal to rank as a true autobiography, tells 
of many of Sir Mortimer’s adventures in peace and war. The reader may be dis- 
appointed not to hear more of the man he has been allowed to watch growing up 
in Bradford and London, but he will find much to enjoy in a life which the author 
himself has evidently enjoyed to the full. (92) 


ENGLISH MEDIAEVAL ARCHITECTS. A Biographical Dictionary 
down to 1550, including master masons, carpenters, carvers, building contractors 
and others responsible for design. Compiled by John Harvey with contributions 
by Arthur Oswald. Batsford, 75s. 1954. 254m. 436 pages. Tables. Chronology. 
Indexes. 

Compiled by an outstanding authority on medieval architecture, this immensely 

learned work of reference may, perhaps, be reasonably regarded as the broad 

foundation on which future scholarship in this field—and a vast amount remains 
to be done—will be built. The medieval architect implied a master craftsman of the 
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building trades who had graduated after practical experience as mason, carpenter or 
carver. Minutiae from the lives of 1300 such men have been painstakingly recorded 
here. The volume is exhaustively cross-referenced and indexed, and is a monument 
to John Harvey’s industry and penetrating eye for detail. It is worthily produced.

ASSIGNMENT TO CATASTROPHE. Vol. Il. The Fall of France. 
Major-General Sir Edward Spears. Heinemann, 25s. 1954. 22cm. 352. pages. 
18 illustrations. Map. Endpaper maps. Index. 

General Spears continucs his study with a dramatic account of the critical happenings 

in France during the month of June, 1940. By that time the country was well on the 

way towards complete political and military disintegration. Still the Prime Minister’s 
representative, the author took part in practically all the important conferences, 

and the interviews between high French officials and the British, so that he is in a 

special position to give a close picture of the Ministers’ and Gencrals’ reactions 

to the rapid German advance; and of the vain efforts made by Winston Churchill to 
stem the tide of defeatism. This grim story ends at Bordeaux with Reynaud replaced 
by Pétain and Spears returning by air to England accompanied by de Gaulle. There 

will probably never be a better chronicle of those unhappy days. (940-53) 


LITTLE CYCLONE. Airey Neave. Hodder & Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1954. 
20cm. 190 pages. 3 illustrations. Map. 


‘Little Cyclone’ is a pseudonym for Mlle. Andrée de Jongh, a courageous Belgian 
girl who first organised an escape route for Allies from Brussels to Bilbao during 
World War II and personally led escaping parties. Finally arrested by the Gestapo, 
she suffered brutal treatment in Ravensbruch and Mauthausen until her liberation 
in 1945. The book deals not only with Mlle. de Jongh but with all members of the 
gallant organisation which ran the greatest escape route in the Resistance Movement. 
The author, himself a prisoner-of-war, is personally acquainted with many of the 
survivors and his thrilling story is a tribute to the ingenuity, courage and deep human 
feeling of them and of those who gave their lives. (940547) 


ENEMY COAST AHEAD. Guy Gibson. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 
288 pages. 4 plates. Paper covers. 
Wing-Commander Gibson won the Victoria Cross for his leadership of the Lancaster 
bombers which breached the Ruhr dams in May 1943. He was later killed in action. 
This personal narrative of the air war as a bomber pilot saw it from the beginning, 
an inside story of the Royal Air Force offensive against Germany, is one of the 
outstanding books about World War II: full of vivid, racy detail, very human and 
most moving. (940-548) 


Scotland 

THE NORMANS IN SCOTLAND. R. L. Graeme Ritchie. Nelson for the 
Edinburgh University Press, 50s. 1954. 23 cm. $10 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 
3 maps. Genealogical table. Bibliography. Index. (Edinburgh University Publications: 
History, Philosophy and Economics, No. 4). 

This posthumous work is the first full and connected account of the arrival and 

settlement of the Normans in Scotland. The ‘Norman Conquest’ of Scotland was 

hardly at all a military operation but rather part of the ssid Normanisation of 
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Britain. Its contribution to Scottish life was made largely through such institutions 
as the Castle, the Sheriffdom, the Burgh and the Abbey. The present survey ends 
with the reign of Malcom IV, ‘the Maiden’ (1153-1165). After that the descendants of 
the Normans in Scotland became, by environment, intermarriage and the passage 
of time, indistinguishable from the Scots themselves. One of the nine important 
appendices deals with Turgot’s Vita Sanctae Margaritae. The book is fully documented 
from charters and other early sources and is of outstanding value for French as well 
as Scottish studies. (941) 


THE VIKING CONGRESS: Lerwick, July 1950. Edited by W. Douglas 
Simpson. Oliver & Boyd for the University of Aberdeen, 30s. 1954. 234m. 
320 pages. 11 plates. 13 maps and plans. Tables. (Aberdeen University Studies, 
No. 132). 

At this conference, arranged by the British Council and the University of Aberdeen, 

the Norse occupation of the Scottish islands and its consequences were considered 

from every aspect: geographical, antiquarian, historical, social, economic, and literary. 

The present volume contains summaries of the principal lectures, including Professor 

Croft Dickinson’s important “Odal Rights and Feudal Wrongs’, dealing with the 

sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, when the Norse system was breaking down 

because of Scots encroachment. Per Thorsen’s contribution treats “The Third Norn 

Dialect—that of Caithness’, while two local scholars, T.M.Y. Manson and John 

Stewart, contribute interesting papers on Shetland, “Historical Problems to the End 

of the Old Earldom’ and “Udal Law and Government’. It is a pity that so valuable 

a book has been delayed for over four years, that it lacks an index, and that no 

attempt has been made to group the papers by subject. (941) 


Britain 
WELSH AND SCOTTISH NATIONALISM. A Study. Sir Reginald 
Coupland. Collins, 25s. 1954. 22cm. 448 pages. Index. 

The author of this work was an acknowledged authority on the history and politics 
of the British Empire and Commonwealth. If his last book (delivered to his publishers 
the day before he died) seems at first sight outside his special field, a glance at 
Professor Simmons’ foreword will show that it grew out af earlier studies, and that 
in his later years he recognised the profound importance of ‘nationalism’ in the 
British Commonwealth. The book ends with a plea for the preservation of the 
distinctive national ways of life in Wales and Scotland, and a reconsideration of 
the value of local parliaments and government. (942) 


THE FEUDAL KINGDOM OF ENGLAND, 1042-1216. Frank Barlow. 
Longmans, 25s. 1955. 224 cm. 478 pages. 3 genealogical charts. 2 maps. Bibliography. 
Index. (A History of England, Vol. I) 

Although one of a series of nine volumes for students and the general reader, this 

volume has a unity which makes it a reliable guide to a particularly formative period 

in English history. The author’s purpose is to depict the emergence of the ‘feudal 
state’ between the years 1042 and 1216. His study is not confined to an analysis of 
legal and constitutional forms: his narrative (and he is a convinced believer in 
historical narrative as opposed to analytical methods) tells of economic growth, 
the vitality of religious life, the cultural achievements of the period, and the steady 
evolution of medieval society. A readable, scholarly, and useful handbook for serious 
students. (942-02) 
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Germany 


THE EVOLUTION OF GERMANY. John A. Hawgood. Methuen, 8s.6d. 
1955. 17cm. 220 pages. 21 maps. Bibliography. Index. (Home Study Books) 
A guide to the study of German history putting the modern ‘Problem’ of Germany 
in its right perspective. The author deals with the many factors, racial, geographical, 
social, economic, cultural and political, that long militated against the formation 
of a united German nation. In tracing the attempts at the unification of Germany 
he shows why a satisfactory permanent political unification always seemed to elude 
the people’s grasp. Each chapter is a masterly summary of a phase of German 
history which provokes further study. (943) 


Crimea 


ROGER FENTON: Photographer of the Crimean War. His Photographs 
and his Letters from the Crimea. With an Essay on his Life and Work by Helmut and 
Alison Gernsheim. Secker & Warburg, 30s. 1954. 254 cm. 118 pages. 85 photographs. 

This fascinating record has three distinct aspects. It gives a brief account of an 

accomplished and versatile pioneer in photography, Roger Fenton (1819-1869); 

it reproduces some of the first photographs ever to be taken in an active scene of war, 

the Crimea at the time of the siege of Sebastopol, exactly a century ago; and it 
includes letters from the British and French lines which add the occasional touch 
of horror, comedy and confusion which is absent from the plates. The editing is 
fully adequate to the material, which is as valuable in the minor annals of warfare 
as it is in billing out an important detail of the history of serious photography. Should 
any future edition be equipped with an index, the book will then indeed be a model 


of its kind. (947-07)

STRAITS TIMES ANNUAL FOR 1955. Straits Times (Singapore), 
$3°75. 30}cm. 132 pages. (including advertisements). Numerous illustrations. 
This is an annual of quite outstanding interest on Malaya and Singapore. The articles 
contain some first-rate material by well-known authors, on Sir Stamford Raffles, 
Malay Finger Painting, Oriental fabrics and many other topics, with an entertaining 
account of “My Friends the Dayaks’ by Malcolm MacDonald, Commissioner-General. 
All are illustrated with photographs, some in colour, of the highest quality. (959-5)

THE YUKON. A. Cherry Hinton, in collaboration with Philip H. Godsell. 
Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4:00. 1954. 20 cm. 198 pages. 31 photographs. 
Index. 

This is the dramatic story of the Gold Rush of 1898 with more recent incidents in 

the development of the Yukon Territory and the neighbouring provinces. The book 

is a combination of tales and information—tales of hardship and tales of fortune- 
hunters, tales of the police and tales of terror, together with information, both 
tourist and constructional, on the $130,000,000 Alaska highway. It is the accounts of 
the old-time characters who played such an important part in the Gold Rush and 
in the expansion of the country that give the book its best flavour. (971-21) 
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United States of America 
THE AMERICAN NATION. A Short History of the United States. 
John Gloag in collaboration with Julian Gloag. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. 
Cassell, 21s. 1955. 22 cm. 432 pages. 18 maps and graphs. Bibliography. Index. 
This greatly enlarged and much revised edition of a book first published in 1942 
should meet a real need. With the growing ascendancy of the United States in 
international politics and world economics, there is an increasing number of readers 
everywhere anxious to acquire a knowledge and understanding of the character, 
way of life, and historical background of the American people. Here are the facts, 
brought together in a compact, readable historical survey, from the time of the 
first European settlements in America down to the creation of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and the emergence of America from the Second World War, together 
with brief epitomes of important data about the individual states of the Union. (973) 


FICTION 
General 
EUGENIE GRANDET. Honoré de Balzac. Translated from the French with 
an introduction by Marion Ayton Crawford. Penguin Books, 2s. 1955. 18 cm. 
248 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 
Eugénie Grandet, the most classical and probably the best known of Balzac’s novels 
tells the story of a family wherein cach member is guided by a dominant passion: 
in Grandet, it is gold; in Madame Grandet, God; in Eugénie, her love for her cousin 
Charles. Grandet’s miserliness inflicts great suffering upon his entourage, but although 
this avarice dominates the book, Eugénie’s love, which brings her into collision 
with her father, is its true theme. Miss Crawford's analytical introduction is wholly 
admirable. Her translation is eminently readable, and probably only Balzac enthusiasts 
will notice the liberties she takes with the text. 


THE IMPERFECT MARRIAGE. Edith de Bor. Chapman & Hall, 
10s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 222 pages. 


Louise de Castillac, of noble birth and southern French blood, and Roger Warnier, 
scion of a rich family in the French industrial north, are the perfect match. She enjoys 
the vital throb, even the ugliness, of industry, while he is happy in the virtues of his 
wife’s grace and poise. But war and his experience of life in a prison camp change 
their relationship. He returns to her perverted and estranged. The author studies 
the arduous and bitter process of readjustment with almost microscopic precision. 
A theme which might easily have degenerated is treated with dignity, while minor 
characters and episodes are recorded with the clear cool vision peculiar to her work. 


THE VALLEY. Dorothy Charques. Murray, 10s.6d. 1954. 20}.cm. 292 pages. 
In this highly imaginative story a wealth of events and inner experiences combine 
to lead the principal character to a deeper understanding of life. When he and his 
wife separate for a year he first retires to a village and there makes friends with a 
widow and her adopted daughter. Through a chain of circumstances leading back 
to his wife’s past, he later visits a lonely Pacific island where he suffers strange ordeals 
in body and mind. The story comes full circle with his return to the village and 
reunion with his wife. This at times exotic tale is told with a sincerity that disarms 
incredulity as well as with humour and due regard for the balance between the 
metaphysical and physical sides of life. 
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A GRAND MAN. Catherine Cookson. Macdonald, 8s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 
152 pages. 

Catherine Cookson gets right inside the skin of Tyneside in this story of family life 
in a tenement dwelling of which a small girl, Mary Ann Shaughnessy, is the heroine. 
This lovable urchin with her brogue and her blarney and her faith in her drunken 
dad—‘a grand man’ she would have us know—works miracles and moves mountains 
and so virtually saves her family. The author’s whimsical humour and ready sympathy 
so engage the reader that, like the child, he too believes in miracles and in this brief, 
unlikely fairy tale. 


LEAVEN OF MALICE. Robertson Davies. Clarke Irwin (Toronto, Canada), 
$3°00. 1954. 20cm. 312 pages. 

A malicious joker was at work in the Eastern Ontario town of Salterton. With the 
insertion of a false engagement notice in the local paper he (or she) roused an old 
family feud, set a libel suit in action and caused the whole town to seethe with the 
‘leaven of malice’. This grim-sounding plot is treated in a suave, light-hearted manner, 
the humour is polished and disciplined and the author enjoys himself taking a poke at 
what seems to be some of his pet aversions—Canada’s thirst for “A Culture’ and the 
antics of the hearty, trained recreation and psychology experts. Mr. Davies, as well as 
being Canada’s most outstanding dramatist, is editor and part owner of a newspaper 
and states firmly his idea of the function of a newspaper in today’s world. 


THE HIDDEN RIVER. Storm Jameson. Macmillan, 12s:6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
272 pages. 

Miss Jameson here returns to the scene of war-torn France which she described so 
vividly in Cloudless May, but this time she deals with the aftermath of hatred towards 
the collaborators which the war left behind. She traces the events which lead a French 
family to the discovery that its youngest member had betrayed another member 
and the book culminates in the decision of the remaining brother that the traitor 
must meet his just punishment. The discovery is precipitated by a former British 
officer, and the Englishman’s reluctance to pursue the grim inquiry to its end and the 
Frenchman’s compulsion to do so illustrate a fundamental divergence in the two 
national characters. 


ORELLANA DISCOVERS THE AMAZON. George Millar. Heinemann, 

18s. 1954. 22cm. 318 pages. 25 illustrations. Sketch map. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the narrative of the exploits of Francisco de Orellana, the leader and inspirer 
of the first descent of the Amazon in 1541. It gains greatly in power and verisimilitude 
from being put into the mouth of a member of the expedition. The expedition had 
its moments of excitement, danger, and death, and full justice is done to these, but 
this is more than a good adventure story. The author has succeeded in re-creating 
the men who hewed out the Spanish Empire in America. Loyal to their leaders, 
scrupulous in matters of honour, resolute and implacable fighters, they took for 
granted their superiority over the Indians and the ultimate success of any undertaking 
upon which they embarked. Mr. Millar has certainly achieved ‘imaginative accuracy’ 
and his book will appeal to a wide variety of readers. 


THE LINER. Edouard Peisson. Translated from the French. Kimber, 12s.6d. 


19$5. 22$.cm. 202 pages. 


M. Peisson, at the age of twenty-nine, and in the year that Conrad died (1924), left 
the sea to write. He has been called the French Conrad, and there are superficial 
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likenesses in the methods of the two men. The Liner is the story of the loss of a coal- 
burner, early in 1914, in the North Atlantic. The ship was what seamen know as 
‘crank’. Her foundering was caused by an unsuccessful attempt to help a cargo-vessel 
in distress. Should the captain have taken the risks he did, with his uncertain ship? 
M. Peisson’s intricate unfolding of the dilemma and his description of the fatal 
consequences of the decision are charged with feeling, and sustain the excitement 


admirably. 


ANGRY UNCLE DAN. James Yaffe. Constable, 133.6d. 1955. 19cm. 
330 pages. 

The lively and engaging tale of how Dan Waxman found success, domestic joy and 

popularity in the Jewish business circles of Chicago before the slump of 1930; how 

the collapse of the stock market turned Dan into a globe-trotter; and how, finally, 

he came home to Chicago and learned to keep his temper, more or less. James Yaffe 

shows a marked ability for creating characters who are really human. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
CASTLE MINERVA. Victor Canning. Hodder & Stoughton, 10s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 222 pages. 

The help of a young schoolmaster, David Fraser, is sought by his former commanding 
officer to keep the young heir to a small but important oil-bearing kingdom out of 
reach of his murderous uncle, the Regent. Despite David’s vigilance the boy disappears, 
and David is left on his own to rescue the boy, a girl embroiled in the plot, and 
himself from men who will throw them to the wolves without scruple. The story is 
unfolded logically, with increasing pace and a number of ingenious touches, to a 
thrilling climax. The characters are well varied, clear and plausible, and the setting, 
the French coast bordering on Spain, is purposefully employed to aid events. 


SUPERNATURAL TALES. Excursions into Fantasy. Vernon Lee. With 
an introduction by I. Cooper Willis. Peter Owen, 15s. 1955. 224 cm. 222 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 

The six stories in this volume, with their delicate fin de siécle flavour, reveal the marked 

power of description and keen sensibility of a remarkable, yet forgotten, author, 

whose intellectual accomplishment was considerable. Vernon Lee (1856-1935) lived in 

Italy for fifty years of her life, and five of these stories (which have been selected 

from various volumes of her prose) are set in the Italy of the past, at different 

periods from 1500. Written in a romantic vein and with intuitive yet informed 
historical sense, they are notable for their power to evoke the Italian atmosphere. 


Reprints 
THE TROUBLE AT NUMBER SEVEN. Gerald Bullett. Pan Books, 
2s. 1955. 18 cm. 220 pages. Paper covers. 


A modestly successful chemist in a growing London suburb embarks upon a second 
marriage which ends in disaster and his being tried for murder. The story is divided 
into two parts: the first gives a sensitive, detailed picture of the events leading up to 
the marriage and after, as seen through the eyes of the chemist’s young son; the 
second is a masterly account of the trial. This is a mature, impressive novel in which 
characterisation, atmosphere and incident are skilfully attuned to the period, that 
of the closing years of Victoria’s reign. 
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THE LANCHESTER TRADITION. G. F. Bradby. Richards Press, 7s.6d, 
1954. 19cm. 150 pages. 

This reprint of one of the best school stories ever written (it was first published in 
1914) describes the struggle of the Rev. Septimus Flaggon, newly appointed head- 
master of Chiltern School, against the dead hand of a tradition established by an 
eighteenth century predecessor, and now maintained by its self-appointed guardian, 
the Rev. Henry Chowdler. As often, the tradition has degenerated into a screen for 
undesirable practices, against which the author employs a devastating irony, which, 
though many of the abuses here attacked have now disappeared from our Public 
Schools, still has sufficient targets left to justify this reissue. 


TALES OF HEARSAY and LAST ESSAYS. Joseph Conrad. Collected 

Edition. Dent, 7s.6d. 1955. 19cm. 190 pages. Bibliography. 
This volume is made up chiefly of fragments, though some are important. Tales of 
Hearsay includes “Prince Roman’, which is among Conrad’s most considered work 
with a Polish background. Last Essays includes an equally notable item, a “Congo 
Diary’, on which Conrad based one of the most splendid of his tragic tales—“Heart 
of Darkness’. Both volumes were first published after Conrad’s death, and it is a 
matter for speculation how much of their contents he would himself have wished 
to be preserved. But if only for the two items specified, publication was and is 
more than justified. 


THE ORDEAL OF RICHARD FEVEREL. George Meredith. New 
introduction by Robert Sencourt. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1955. 184m. $06 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

In this story, a boy brought up by a wealthy father on a system intended to preserve 

his innocence till his judiciously managed marriage wrecks the system by marrying 

nominally beneath him, his ordeal being the separation caused by his father’s hostility, 
finally resolved by an arbitrarily unhappy ending. A stagey plot (as with other 

Victorians) redeemed by a style which, though often difficult, is so chiefly through 

anxiety for the mot juste, and by the creation of characters who, though sometimes 

improbable, are saved from impossibility by their liveliness. A useful introduction 
prefaces this reprint of the first of Meredith’s great novels. 


KENILWORTH. Sir Walter Scott. Introduction by Ernest Rhys. Reprint. 

Dent, 6s. 1955. 184m. 480 pages. Bibliography. Notes. (Everyman’s Library) 
Though most readers prefer Scott’s vernacular novels, among the English ones 
Kenilworth will always rank high. It is more compact than most, covering chiefly 
the visit of Queen Elizabeth to Kenilworth and the never properly explained death 
of Leicester’s wife, Amy Robsart. Scott’s solution of the mystery is as plausible as any, 
and ‘not proven’ is the best verdict that Leicester can now expect. Though the dialogue 
is often unnatural, the portraiture is admirably vivid, and the scene, though crowded, 
clear and brilliant. 


MR. PERRIN AND MR. TRAILL. Hugh Walpole. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 
1955. 184m. 294 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

The school story has long ceased to be the perquisite of the schoolboy. This early 

example tells how the newcomer Traill at one of the minor and more unsatisfactory 

English public schools falls foul of Perrin, one of the older generation. In one brief 

term their hostility flares up into a feud, a fight, and finally a tragedy. There is a 
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pleasant love story, some sage criticism, much gross unfairness (as Sir Hugh confesses 
in his introduction), some delicate humour—and only one small boy, who plays an 
insignificant part. The book well deserves its popular reputation. 


MASK OF DUST. Jon Manchip White. Pan Books, 2s. 1955. 18 cm. 200 pages. 
Paper covers. 

The central figure of this exciting story of motor racing (first published in 1953), 
which has all the marks of authenticity, is an ace driver who, after a run of bad luck, 
must win one more race to re-establish his name and his faith in himself. After failure 
at Zurich he succeeds at Lombardy, the two Grand Prix races being brilliantly 
described so as to convey the tense atmosphere of the race track and the conflicting 
emotions—fear, exhilaration, hope, despair—of the competing drivers of many 
nationalities, and of the mechanics, timekeepers and officials in the pits.

FOLK-TALES OF THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. Dorothy K. Collings. 

Harrap, 7s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Peggy Fortnum. Map. 
Mrs. Collings has taken some of the most characteristic of these tales and adapted 
them for children, softening a harsh outline here, modifying an unattractive ending 
there. Fairies figure prominently in them, and other stories tell of three Jerseymen 
who tried to carry off Guernsey, a man who suspected his wife of being a witch, 
pirates who seized the island of Sark, and a prior who was tempted by a book of 
magic. They are an interesting introduction to an individual folk-lore and should 
please any young audience with a liking for such tales. 


MR. WICKER’S WINDOW. Carley Dawson. Faber, 10s.6d. 1955. 
20$ cm. 222 pages. Illustrations by Lynd Ward. 


A boy growing up in modern Washington is transported by magic back into the 
past when America’s capital city was but a modest port on the river Potomac. His 
task is to sail to China to bring back a jewelled tree that will help his country 
financially. He learns to make magic himself, an accomplishment that saves his life 
against a formidable and ruthless adversary. It is an ingenious tale, with a welcome 
freshness about it, an interesting glimpse into the past, and plenty of exciting incidents 
to satisfy young appetites. For the 10-14’s. 


IMPUNITY JANE. The Story of a Pocket Doll. Rumer Godden. Macmillan, 
7s.6d. 1955. 214.cm. 48 pages. Illustrations, including endpapers, in colour by 
Adrienne Adams. 

Impunity Jane didn’t want to be a doll in a doll’s house, she wanted to be a pocket 

doll and to see something of the world. She had to wait a long time before a little 

boy carried her off, and then she had a wonderful time, swinging, skating and 

climbing with him and, finally, sharing the activities of a band of boys. There is a 

horrid moment when the little boy feels he must put her back, but all ends happily. 

A delightfully written story to charm the very young, with illustrations that are a 

happy match for it. 


VALERIE: FASHION MODEL. Lorna Lewis. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 1955. 
19cm. 192 pages. (Career Books for Girls) 

Fashion modelling is by no means the glamorous career that some imagine it to be. 

It is competitive, exacting, tiring and brief—but it has its rewards. All these aspects 
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are competently presented in this story of a girl who begins at a training school, 
-gradually becomes acquainted with the ‘rag trade’, as the clothing industry is 
called, and eventually becomes a successful model. It is a story to appeal to all older 
girls who are interested in clothes. 


Non-Fiction 


SIX GREAT INVENTORS: Watt, Stephenson, Edison, Marconi, Wright 
Brothers, Whittle. J. G. Crowther. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 1954. 19$ cm. 
236 pages. 6 plates. Bibliography. 

Based on the standard biographies rather than original material, the chapters give a 

very readable account of the lives of these inventors and bring out the factors which 

influence the creative act of invention. The author has earned a high reputation in 


scientific biography, and the present book can safely be recommended to technically 
minded older children. 


BRIDGE UNDER THE WATER. A Story of the Age of Steam. 
Laurence Meynell. Phoenix House, 8s.6d. 1955. 21 cm. 160 pages. 8 illustrations 
by J. S. Goodall. Bibliography. (Pageant Books) 

One of a series designed to interest young people of fourteen upwards, Mr. Meynell’s 

story—primarily for boys—is of the start of the building of the first tunnel under the 

Thames in 1825, by Isambard Brunel, to whom the hero becomes personal assistant. 

It is an excellent narrative, exciting and true to life. Although progress in the tunnel 

is interrupted by a tragic flood, Isambard and Tom proceed to Bristol at the end 

of the book to plan the suspension bridge at Clifton. 


THE STORY OF ALBERT SCHWEITZER. Jo Munton. Methuen, 
9s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 188 pages. 39 illustrations (including 3 maps) by Astrid Walford.

Albert Schweitzer, who was recently awarded the Nobel Prize for his services to 
humanity, has earned the gratitude of thousands for his work of healing and relief 
at Lambarene in Equatorial Africa. But he could equally have earned pre-eminence 
as a theologian, a philosopher or a musician, for he is a man of the most remarkable 
versatility, never shallow, always selfless. Although this story has been written 
primarily for boys and girls from fourteen upwards, it is inspiring on every count 
as a record of what dedication can achieve. 


ANIMALS OF THE WORLD. Book 1. Edward Osmond. Oxford University 
Press, 73.64.

This is the first of what promises to be a very attractive series of books about animals 

for children between eight and twelve years of age. The present volume includes 

sections on elephants, camels, polar bears and champanzees. The writing is direct 
and avoids over-simplification and into each account is woven very successfully 

a description of the country, the people, the plants and trees and the other animals 

surrounding the main object of attention. The author’s excellent drawings also 

illustrate all these aspects, though concentrating on the animals, and maps are used 
judiciously to picture the distributions.

This biography of the founder of one of the first and most famous of British dramatic 
schools for children has been written in the form of an exciting narrative that, especially 
in its earlier passages, will be enjoyed by children from twelve upwards either with 
or without some actual knowledge or experience of the theatre. The story, which 
derives wholly from authentic material, will have its place also as a history of a well-
